ATTACK OILTRUST 


IN ITS STRONGHOLD | 


Government’s Battle with Oc- 


topus and Railroad Allies 
Begins in Cleveland 
Tomorrow. 


SEEK TO INDICT ROGERS, | 


Prosecutors Also Have Chicago- 
ans Slated for True Bills on 
Rebating Charges; Sum- 
mons for John D. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Cleveland, O., July 7.—[Specia, ]—Cleve- 
land, the home of the Standard Oil company 
and John D. Rockefeller, has been chasen 
by Attorney General Moedy as the place to 
begin criminal Proceedings againgt the oi! 


“trust and the railroads for illegal rebates, 


rate discriminations, and all the other in- 
fractions of the interstate commerce law, the 
Elkins act, and the Sherman anti-trust law 
which the investigationge of Commissiéner 
Garfield and of the interstate commerce com- 
mission unearthed. 

The dght will begin before a special grand 
jury which will assemble on Monday. Where 
and when the fight will end not even the 
government officials can foretell. 

Incidentally it was learned here today that 
Judge Banker of Findlay. O., has issued a 
summons for John D, Rockefeller in connec- 
tion with the suit filed here against the 
Standard Oil company and Mr. Rockefeller, 
in which it is alleged that the Valentine anti- 
trust law hes been violated, 

The summons has been turned over to Sher- 
iff Groves, who states that he will make 
service upon Mr. Rockefeller as soon as the 
oil magnate returns from Europe. Sheriff 
Groves“has come to Cleveland to serve sum- 
mons upon the Standard Oil company through 
one of Its officers. 


Independents Are Skeptical. 


Independent oil men here are beginning to 
express doubts as to whether the govern- 
ment .will be able te secure the indictment 
of Standard Oil officials. One independent 
dealer, who has given active aid to the inter- 
state commerce commission, expressed this 
doubt today. 

“Jerry Sullivan drew the names of this 
grand jury,”’ he said. ‘‘ He is jury commis- 
sioner and he is also president of the Cen- 
tral National bank and of the Superior Sav- 
ings and Trust company, both of which are 
located in the Rockefeller building and both 
of which are recognized bere as being Stand- 
ard Oil financial institutions. : 

“ Now it may be a coincidence, but in the 
list of names drawn for the grand jury, I 
note orlé man who is distinctly favorable to 


the Standard Oil company, as well he might 


Be because he does thousands and thousends 
of dollars worth of business with it every 
year. He is the only one recognized as being 
suspiciously near to the Standard Qil com- 
pany, but as most of the men drawn for this 
jury are from cities and towne outside of 
Cleveland, we independent oli men fear that 
there may be others whose relations with 
the Standaréd Oi] compagy have been, we 
might say, friendly. 


Fear Impartiality of Jury. 


As to Jerry Sullivan's relations with John 
D. Rockefeller, I may say that his friendship 
was clearly shown a few months ago when 
Sullivan organized the birthday celebration 
for Mr. Rockefeller, and literally whipped the 
business men of Cleveland into line to make 
them go out to Rockefeller’s home. It is not 
strange then that we are not a little afraid 
of the jury of Mr. Sullivan’s selection.” 

District Attorney Sullivan when asked to 
explain this situation, declared that in his 
judgment there was no cause for complaint 
or worry. 

“While it ts true that Jerry Sullivan, as 
jury commissioner, selected the names to be 
drawn for the grand jury. he had nothing to 
do with the final selection, as the names 
were put in a box and were drawn out by a 
United States marsha] and the clerk of the 
court. The law requires that the jury shall 
consist of not less than sixteen men nor 
more than twenty-three, and it takes the af- 
firmative vote of twelve to return an indict- 
ment.’ 


Government to Fight for Bills. 


It is practically certain that the grand jury 
will have nineteen members, as out of the 
whote venire of twenty-four three were 
found to be dead and two were excused. It 
is said that C. A. Grasselli of the Grasselli 
Cher ical tompany fs the man referred to as 
having business relations with the Standard 
Oll company, but it was learned late this 
afternoon that he has been gxcused. He 
claims exemption because he was a member 
of the National guard, and while the dis- 
trict attorney's office does not consider that 
should exempt him from a federal jury, in 
this case they accepted the excuse, 

It will be the government's endeavor to se- 
cure the indictment of prominent Standard 
Qi] and railroad officials by this grand jury, 
and to that end a dozen witnesses already 
have be@® subpcenaed, and the process server 
will be held in readiness to bring in still more 
witnesses as their names are divulged before 
the jury. 

It is expected that the grand jury will be 
in session a week at least, for District At- 
tora @Ohn J. Sullivan and Special Govern- 
ment Attorney Oliver E. Pagin, who has 
been assigned to the work of prosecuting the 
Standard Oil company, will introduce all of 


the damaging testimony which already has 


been given to Commissioner Garfield and the 
interstate cemmerce commission, ‘besides 
much new testimony which they themselves 


have unearthed. 
Clear Up Lake Shore Oases, 


It is expected to clear up before this jury 
the cases against the Lake Shore railroad 
and to secure indictments against the road 
and a number of its officials for paying re- 
bates to the Standard Oil company. The 
raiiroad company is accused of having paid 
rebates to the Standard Oil company by at 
least two different devices. 

One of these devices was the walying of 
storage charges to the ol] company on pack- 

ages stored in the warehouses of the Lake 
Shore road at Thirtieth street, Chicago. 
These storage charges, it has been shown al- 
ready, amounted to about $600 a month, but 
the Standard Oil company never was re- 
quired to pay them, although other concerns 
were. 

H. C. Tully, one of the auditors of the road 
here, in his admission before the Interstate 
commerce commission, declared that the or- 
jer exempting the Standard from the pay- 
ment.of storage charges came from George 
J. Grammer, vice president. in charge of 
traffic of the Nev New York Central lines west

Head of Conductors Chosen for 
Commeree Commission. 


WELL KNOWN LABOR LEADER 


Work as Coal Strike Arbitrator Recog- 
nized by President. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 7.—[{Special.}— 
President Roosevelt today appointed EZ. E. 
Clark of Cedar Rapids, Ia., grand chief of the 
Order of American Railway Conductors, a 
member of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

The new appointee fills one of the two new 
commissionerships provided by the railroad 
rate law passed by congress during the last 
session.w There is yet one more man to be 


named, 

Mr. Clark has shown great ability in the 
handling of labor questions, both in his posi- 
tion as head of the railway conductors and 
as a member of the anthracite coa! strike 
commission. He was highly commended to 
the president by his associates, He is cor- 
dially indorsed also by the senators and 
representatives from Iowa, and by several of 
the most influential labor organizations, 


Has Confidence of Labor. 

Mr. Clark has been at the head of the Rail- 
way Conductors’ brotherhood for many 
years. The president believes that he has 
the confidence of the labor element of the 
country as completely as any other man. 

Mr. Clark was born on Feb. 18, 1856, within 
the sound of the locomotive whistles of old 
Erie, in the quiet village of Lima, in Livings- 
ton county, N. ¥. 

Hig father died when the boy was but 6 
years old, but Clark's will and energy were 
early manifest. He entered and graduated 
from the Genesee Wesleyan seminary at 
Lima, at that time an institution of wide 
reputation. 

Turns to Railroading. 

In 1874 his mother, accompanied by her 
four children, went west and located in 
Austin, Minn. While there Clark entered 
service on the old Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
and Minnesota railway. Later he worked as 
brakeman on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul. He left that road in 1876 and went 
out upon what was then the Central Pacific. 

He worked upon the Salt Lake division out 
at Ogden, Utah, and three years later was 
promoted to conductor. In 1881 he became a 
passenger conductor on the Utah and North- 
ern division of the Union Pacific system, and 
later took a passenger run on the Montane 
division of the Northern Pacific. 

In 1883 Clark returned to Ogden-and en- 
tered the service of the Rio Grande Western. 

Six years later he resigned active railroad- 
ing to enter the service of the Order cf Rail- 
way Conductors of America. He was elected 
to the position of grand senior conductor by 
the grand division, which met at Denver. 
One year afterwards he became grand chief 
conéuctor, which position he has now held for 
sixteen years to the great dignity and credit 
of the order and himself.

Fire Marshal Burroughs, who sent in the 
general alarm, said it was one of the luckiest 
fires he ever caw.

According to the story generally 
told it was revealed to him in this vision 
that he was to seek advice and guidance from 
Katherine Tingley at Point Lome. This, it 
is believed, was the reason for his first hur- 
ried trip to California. 

What advice he received is not kn« 
it was immediately after an interview 
the leader of the cult that he hu 
to New York and resigned his position. 

That the persuasive voices of his relatives 
at Point Loma also contributed to his con- 
version no one doubts. 

Mr. Gage is the second convert of great 
wealth to cast in hig life and fortune with 
Mme. Tingley. For years A. G. Spalding, 
millionaire manufacturer of sporting goods, 
has been one of her most devoted followers. 
He occupies one of the handsomest resi- . 
dences at Point Loma and has been @ gen- | 
erous contributor to Mme. Tingley's te t 
ects. 

Mme. Blavatsky First ‘washes. 

The Point Loma institution is the best 
known headquarters of those professing the 
cult first started in the United States by the 
late Mme. Blavatsky. In 1875 Mme. Blevat- 
sky, Harry 8. Olcott, and William Q. J 
organized the first theosophical society 
New York. Its avowed objects were to form 
a nucleus of a universal brotherhood of 
humanity without any distinctions whatever 
and to promote the study of ancient and mod- 
ern religions, philosophies, and sciences; to 
investigate the unexplained laws of nature, 
and the peychical powers of man. Not these 
objects, though, but rather successive rein+ 
carnations and karma-—the soul's respon- 
sibility for past acts—have been regarded as 
the distinguishing features of the cult. 

Since, 1875 the society, which has branches 
in Great Britain, India, Scandinavia, Hol- 
land, Frasee, lialy, Germany, Australia, 
and New Zealand, has admitted 28,000 mem- 
bers and chartered 7% branches, in the 
United States there are 2,400 =" s with 
sixty-nine branches, 


Mme. Tingley neiilinbie: 

The fact that Katherine Tingley, who de- 
clares she is the autocratic head of the Uni- 
versal Brotherhood society and supreme

‘Tingley was born in Newburyport, Mass., 
about fifty-five years ago. Her father was 
named Westcott, and his saloon and hotel 
were conducted in such a manner as to bring 
down upon him the. displeasure of the com- 
munity. The authorities eventtally refused 
to renew the license for the place. 

The daughter of this establishment ob- 
‘tained an insight into life far different from 
the peaceful existence in the valley of the 
Nile, for she was then a reckless hoyden. 
She has some recollection of being sent toa 
convent at Montreal, but the historians, who 
have no esoteric notions, fail to find any 
time in her life which could have been de- 

*. voted to religious training. 


Mrs. Tingley a Printer’s Wife. 
She flied to New Orleane and married Rich- 
ard Cooke, a compositor, by whom she hed 
one child, which, she said, she adopted. This 
child, Flossie, was beautiful, and her pho- 
tograph has frequently been produced on 
Easter cards and mottoes, Sheis generally 


depicted as carrying lilies. . 

Mrs. Tingley’s second husband was George 
W. Parent, a detective and later a saloon- 
keeper, and it is not knowm whether or not 


she had any childrem by him. She adopted 
two boys, however, who have been known 
by various names. Her first two husbands 
obtained divorces on the ground of desertion. 

Mrs. Tingley was in Boston fora few years, 
and then she made her appearance in New 
York. There, under the direction of Prof. 
Paul McCarthy, Mrs. Tingley studied hyp- 

-SYotiem. As the professor once stated, he 
greatly improved her psychic gifts. There 
ean be no doubt of Mrs. Tingley's powers of 
hypnotism, and she used them with greet 
advantage. 

The manner In which the woman seized the 
leadership of the cult was remarkable. After 
the death of Judge, Ernest T. Hargrove, a 
young English barrister of good family, had 
been called over to New York, and had been 
made the president of the theosophical so- 
clety. 

The seizure of the machinery of the govern- 
ment of the society was one of the rarest bits 
of generalship in the history of such organi- 
gations. Mrs/ Tingley convinced certain 
members, many of whom were men and 
women of education and attainments, that 
though Hargrove might be all well in his 
way as the nominal president, she was really 
the secret head of the organization, the adept 
whose personality was t to be -revealed 
until one year after the death of Judge. 

So it was that in May, 1896, the reincarna- 
tion of Mme. Blavatsky became ‘‘ The Great 

-Unknown.”’ She officiated as a veiled priest- 
ess at a remarkable ceremony, at which 
Claude Falls Wright, then secretary of the 
society, and Miss Laura Leoline Leonard 
were married. | 

Seizes Control of Society. 

At that time her portly form, swathed in 
draperies, stood upon a platform infront ofa 
stump, supposed to symbolize thetree of life. 
When her identity as the head of the order 
was revealed Mrs. Tingley took actual con- 
trel. Hargrove was driven back to Temple 
Bar. Many of the prominent theosophists 
were alienated, and the society passed into 
the hands of a clique headed by Mrs. Tingley. 

The name of the organization was changed 
to that of the Universal Brotherhood. The 
“public was asked to contribute to the purple 
pence fund, and with the proceeds Mrs. Ting- 
ley and half a dozen of her cult'started on a 
crusade around the world, which consisted 
principally of sightseeing. 

From Hypnotism to Theosophy. 

From spiritualism Mrs. Tingley turned her 
attention to theosophy, which was attract- 
ing much attention. She made the acquaint- 
ance of William Q. Judge, whom she seems to 
have impressed by her powers as a hypnotist. 

In his writings after his death were found 
several fragmentary references to her. She 
pieced these together, and upon them ad- 
vanced @ claim that she was the reincarna~- 
tion of Mme. Blavatsky, and had been chosen 
as the successor of Mr. Judge. 

Her remarkable personality so impressed 
Dr. Wood of Providence, R. I., that he built 
the Raja Yoga school for theosophists at 
Point Loma. This is a superb tract of 1,600 
acres, adorned with magnificent buildings. 

’ ‘The total value of the tract and the buildings 
is estimated at $2,500,000. The theosophists 
are possessed of other property, which in all 
férms is worth close to $9,000,000. 

The colony at Polnt Loma has been the 
center of innumerable scandals and sensa- 
tions since Mme. Tingley became its ruler. 
Four years ago it passed its worst crisis, 
when a rebellion in the brotherhood threat- 
ened its disruption. 


She Has Absolute Power. 


Soon after firmly establishing her leader- 
ship over the cult Mme. Tingley engineered 
a reorganization and obtained the adoption 
of a constitution that gives her absolute 
power over every individual member of the 
Universal Brotherhood and over every penny 
of its funds. 

‘Instead of giving out theosophical téach- 
ings after the manner of her predecessors 
she contented herself with pumping “ vibra- 
tions’ and **‘ generating currents "’ upon the 
inner planes, if any one can guess what that 
méans. 

She chose purple for her royal color, wore 
gowns of it, and called herself by the name of 
it until now among the faithful the name of 
Tingley is almost unspoken. To them she ig 

- “ Purple” or “ Purple Mother.’’ 

She selected a ‘“‘ cabinet ”’ of twelve of the 
ablest men she could find—and richest. Their 
term of office begins and ends with her pleas- 
ure. - 

She removed.the headquarters of the organ- 
igation, bag and baggage, to a point which 
had been discoveréd in her great crusade 
around the world to be the esoteric center of 
the earth, and here, with weird ceremonies, 
ashe laid the corner stone of a School for the 
Revival of Lost Mysteries. 


Rebellion Breaks Ont. 


Her arbitrary rule provoked a rebellion, 
which reached a climax in the resignation 
of Dr. Jerome A. Anderson, for years one of 
her strongest supporters. Dr. Anderson for 
fifteen years was a devoted theosophist and 
one of the most influential members of the 
society. His resignation was followed by a 
score of others in San Francisco, and there is 
no mcans of knowing how many in other 
places deserted the cult. 

Dr. Anderson was a member of the inner 
circle, or cabinet. of the high priestess. At the 
time of his revelations he gave as his reasons: 

“TI left the Universal Brotherhood simply 
because I lost all confidence in its leader, 

Mra. Katherine A. Tingley. I have seen the 
organization which she took over from W. Q. 
Judge, both large and enthusiastic, dwindle 

| away in lodges and membership until it is 
now little more than a mere handful of her 
Personal admirers; I have seen ‘ loyalty ’ to 
e]l her whims and caprices made the supreme 
test of membership. 

“I have yet to know of a prominent person 
leaving the ranks who has not been accused 
of having done so from base and unworthy 
motives, and of whom many have been most 

'Mnmercifully slandered as to their private 
characters. 1 have seen theosophy trav- 
estied, cant substituted for philosophy, and 
a worldwide organization degenerated into 
150 cooped up at Point Loma, with not a man, 
woman, or child of them daring to oppose her 
slightest whim. 

“In fact, she has reduced the organization 
te the degree that it has become oniy one 
ont. a score of similar humbugs, with a 
‘leader’ at the head whom all must adore. 
I have seen able, learned men and women 

' clothe themselves in rf@iculous costumes 
an@ go through absurd ceremonies at her 
bidding; I have seen money extravagantly 
wasted; I have seen honest energy wantonly 
dissipated; I have seem her favors follow, 
and follow only, upon flattery and fawning; 
I have heard ber called to her face a ‘ plane- 
tary spirit’ by one of her chief flatterers 
without protest. and with evident gratifica- 
tion; I have known meetings after meeting 
helé by her, at which she-was present, dur- 
ing which all teaching was disregarded and 
every word uttered was in personal lauda- 
tion of her and of the imaginary great deeds 
she had accomplished.

Life in Lomaland Is Weird. 

The life lived by members of the Point 
Loma colony, which Mr. Gage will adopt, is 
one succession of weird ceremonies. 

Lomaland is astir before sunrise. From 
the window you can see a procession moving 
toward the hill that is known as the sacred 
ground The men are dressed somewhat as 
Greeks and Romans were wont to array 
themselves, in white undershirts, a sort of 
pajamas, reaching the knee, below which the 
leg Is bare, and draped about the shoulders 
a piece of cheesecloth. 

Passing into the sacred ground these men 
range themselves facing the sun, There isa 
short reading, perhaps from the ‘* Ghita,’’ 
perhaps one of Spots’ letters, which this in- 
spired dog contributes regularly to the 
brotherhood publications (you ‘ean only 
guess, for sound does not travel so far), and 
then each one stoops down and picks up a 
little handful of dirt and tosses it back again. 
That ts all. 

The procession retraces its steps and the 
men doff their Greek garments, for some of 
them are guards and guides, and there must 
be no sign ef short pajamas, bare lege, and 
cheesecloth togas when the gates are open 
to the public at 10 o’clock. 

This is the daily ceremony of the Sons of 
the Rising Sun. While ft is in progress an- 
other ceremony !{s taking place at the Home- 
stead. Men and women, some in regular 
clothes, some in cheesecloth robes, ali bare- 
footed, have circled around the Homestead 
three times, and, stopping on the eastern 
veranda, have chanted the praises of Loma- 
land, 

No Prying Is Allowed. 


If you chance to step out upon the balcony 
to see what is going on you wil) be politely 
requested to withdraw. Not-even a member 
of the society is allowed the privilege of 
looking on. 

Starvation is a feature of the theosophists’ 
régime. By degrees Mme. Tingley has cut 
down their rations, and she comforts those 
who get a quarter of an egg apiece, a slice 
of toast, a walnut or two and a few raisins 
by saying this is an “ ideal’ breakfast and 
will make those who eat it more refined and 
spiritual. ; 

But she does not join the early worshipers 
of the sun. Late in the morning she finishes 
her nap and is ready for a good square meal. 
The faithful believe that in the early hours 
her spirit has left her body and isjaway at- 
tending to national affairs. But later a 
woman of breeding and refinement, trembling 
with hunger after her “ ideal " breakfast and 
weak from overwork, bears to the high 
priestess a tray stacked with everything the 
market affords and the best of its kind. 


Gage’s Garb to Be Scanty. 


Mr. Gage also, when he becomes a full 
fledged member of the cult, will have to fore- 
go many of the garments he bas been in the 
habit of wearing. 

In the libel suit brought by Mme. Tingley 
against a Pacific coast paper recently, which 
hae just resulted in a $7,500 verdict in her 
favor, the evidence established many weird 
customs and dress of her subjects. 

One of the witnesses described the reception 
given Mr. Spalding when he arrived at Point 
Loma with his bride. 
drem included, assembled near the Spalding 
residence and rendered Greek songs, tripped 
through Homeric dances and other fancy 
steps, all of which, in the dark night, was 
especially picturesqué. 

The costumes for that bridal ceremony, as 
described by Dr. Jerome A. Anderson, who 
resigned from Mme. Tingley'’s cabinet, gave 
the scené a most ghostliike appearance. Par- 
ticipants in the Spalding bridal ceremony 
were dressed in a costume supposed to be 
like that of the ancient Greeks. 

“It was something,” said Dr. Anderson, 
“like a loose skirt tied with a cord. I wore 
underciothing underneath, but I saw many 
whe did not. It was, to say the least, a 
chilly costume when worn out of doors.” 


Doesn’t Like Term “Mother.”’ 

' The women wore costumes of a similar 
character, but Mrs. Tingley’s attire was more 
elaborate than the others. She had donned 
her large embroidered robe of purple,.whence 
she is known among the cult ase ‘“ The 
Purple.’ Formerly she was called “‘Mother,”’ 
but she forbade that title. 

Excommunicated Tingleyites state that in 
her dog Spot, Mme. Tingley found the rein- 
carnated soul of William Q. Judge, former 
high priest of the Universal Brotherhood and 
founder of the American school of theosophy. 
Spot is carefully tended and has several suits 
of clothes to protect him from the changes in 
the weather; for, if he should die, the intel- 
ligence of William w. Judge might reappear 
in some animal thousands of miles from 
Lomaland, and the Universal Brotherhood 
would lose one ofits most valuable advisors. 

Im appearance Mrs. Tingley is a small, 
rather plump woman of genial, yet decided 
manners. She keeps much to herself, con- 
ducts a vast corresponcence, and personally 
attends to all the business of the Raja Yoga 
school. She exacts implicit obedience from 
every ore at Lomaland. 


Gage’s Secretary Denies All. 


New York, July 8.—[Special:]}—Lyman J. 
Gage left New York on a western trip dur- 
ing the last week im April of this year. All 
that time the report gained credence that he 
was to join Mme. Tingley’s colony in Califor- 
nia. His secretary, H. 8. Morrison, entered 
this denial: 

“ Mr. Gage left New York a week ago Tues- 
Gay for the west. He spent a day un Chi- 
cago, where his son Eli lives, then went to 
Denver, where he planned to spend some time 
visiting his sister, Mrs. Brainerd. According 
to what he told me before he left, I expect 
him back within a month. 

“Of course, Mr. Gage is a member of the 
Society of Psychical Research, and, like 
many other thoughtful men of today, he is 
much interested in psychical subjects. I 
believe he has met Mrs. Tingley and thinks 
her a remarkable woman. He admires the 
work she is doing in her colony at Point 
Loma. But he does not believe in theosophy, 
as far as I know, and he never had nor has 
now any intention of joining any of Mrs. 
Tingley’s colonies. 

“ There was some sort of absurd report eur- 
rent some years ago about Mr. Gage joining 
Dowie's colony, I believe. It arose from 
Dowie going to see Mr. Gage in Washington 
about letting some lace making immigrants 
for his colony intothe country. That was all 
there was to it. 

“ The fact is, Mr. Gage has been working 
hard for fifty-five years and now has retired 
from active work, to be at liberty to do what 
he pleases and go where he pleases. I expect 
he will start soon for Europe.” 

On his retirement from the cabinet, Sec- 
retary Gage came to New York and took 
up the duties of president of the United 


States Trust company. He filled this posi- | 


tion until a short time ago. On March 19, he 
announced his coming retirement and in 
explanation added: 

“I have been working for fifty-five years 
and am nearly 70 years old now. If I'm 
ever going to take any leisure it is about 
time for me to begin. I have been obeying 
other people’s wishes for a long time Now.

From Office Boy to President. 


From office boy up the long and difficult 
ladder to the presidency of the First Na- 
tional bank of Chicago, an institution which 
he practically created, then .to the high post 
of secretary of the treasury under President 
McKinley, an .office he filled with conspicu- 
ous honor and distinction—such in its briefest 
form is the record of Lyman J. Gage. 

Mr. Gage was 70 years old in June. He 
was born. in De Ruyter, N. Y.; in June, 1886. 
The first money ue earned was $5 a month 
he received as a‘clerk in the Rome (N. Y.) 
postoffice after-he left school. 

In 1884 he first took. up the profession in 
which he became distinguished, when he 
entered the Oneida Central bank at a salary 
of $100 a year. It was the insufficiency of 
this salary. and chance. that contributed 
chiefly to a train of circumstances that de- 
veloped one of the world’s greatest bankers. 
He sought an increase. It was refused. 
Then young Gage did what so many other 
self-made Americans did in their youth, 
struck out for Chicago. 


Enters Chicago in 1855. 


He came to Chicago in 1855, when he was 
19 years old. 

A career of conquest did not immediately 
open before him. Indeed, he had only 
stepped upon the threshold of a way that led 
to success afar off and through many vicis- 
situdes. 

The banks and other institutions in which 
he sought employment in the line of his ex- 
perience had no vacancies that he could fill, 
but there remained other lines of industry 
in which he thought that he could make a 
living, and he found a chance to work hard 
for small pay in a lumber yard and planing 
mill, where bookkeeping formed a part of 
his duty. This was not what he had sought 
but he went at it with alacrity, and for three 
years followed it industriously and without 
complaint. 

It was not till 1858 he was given, hé 3 
position in a Chicago bank. he vo siseretne 
Savings, Loan and Trust company, waming 
a .bookkeeper, set him at work at a salary 
of $500 per year. He regarded himeelf as 
fairly started now upon a road of life that 
le@ upward. % 


Is Advanced Rapidly. 


Events proved the good ground! rs) 
hope. He laid hold of his new vert Si 
@ will and worked with that effectiveness 
that usually results fh an occupation for 
which a man has natural ability. In less 
than six months he was promoted to paying 
teller, at a salary of $1,200, and at the ex- 
piration of a year was further advanced to 
assistant cashier, at a ealary of $2,000. 

At the end of another year he was given 
the post of cashier, whigh he held until 1868, 
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when, having served the institution a com- 
plete decade, he severed his connection with 
it to assume a more advantageous connec- 
tion with the First National bank of Chi- 
cago. 

He went into this great financial institu- 
tion on most alluring terms as its:cashier, 
his abilities having been readily recognized 
some years before by its management. He 
soon gave evidence unmistakable of the 
possession of a high order of banking genius. 
His services did much toward extending the 
popularity of the bank, and in 1882, when a 
new charter was procured ang a reorganiza- 
tion effected, he was elected vice president 
and manager. He filled these offices for nine 
years with entire satisfaction to the directors 
and stockholders, and after discharging the 
active duties of the executive for several 
years, he was elected president of the bank in 
January, 1891. 


Interested in Public Works. 


He was president of the bankers’ section 
of the World’s Progress and one of the chief 
promoters of the Art institute ‘and later of 
the Field Columbian museum. 

When in Chicago Mr. Gage’s humanitarian 
interests led him into the study of econom- 
ics, especially the relations of capital to 
labor, and he has taken a prominent part in 
the discussion of questions growing out of 
those relations, and has sought to advance 
plans for their mutual benefit. Every great 
problem “of labor or reform—for the moral 
and material well being of his fellowmen 
—has had in him an earnest student and 
strong worker. 

He was in the forefront in the battle waged 
by the Civic federation, of which he was 
president, for the purification of the city of 
Chicago, and was a frequent speaker and 
wielded a large influence in the monster 
meetings which were held by that body to 
purge the city of gambling houses and other 
evils. 

Mr. Gage never held a _ political office, 
though frequently asked to become a candi- 
date. He declined the nomination for the of- 
fice of mayor of Chicago twice. Feb. 15, 1897, 
he resigned the presidency of the bank to en- 
ter President McKinley’s cabinet as secre- 
tary of the treasury. He was appointed 
March 4, and confirmed March 56, 1897, and 
Immediately took the oath of office. 

He was married in Denver In 1887 to Mrs. 
Lioyd D. Gage, his brother’s widow. She died 
May 17, 1901, In recent years Mr. Gage de- 
voted himself to the Central Trust company, 
New York, where he resided. He resigned 
this post a few months ago.

GRAND JORY FOR DENVER, 


SEARCHLIGHT TO BE THROWN ON 
, ELECTION FRAUDS. 


Judge of Criminal Branch of District 
Court Takes Action itn Grave 


Oharges in Spite of Order of Su- 


preme Tribunal of the State—Five 

' Oity and County Officials to Be Inu-« 
vestigated — Franchised Corpora- 
tions May Be Involved. 


Denver, Colo., July 7.—A special grandjury 
was summoned today to investigate alleged 
fraude in the recent election in this city. 

The order for the grand jury was made by 
Judge John I. Mullins, sitting in the crim- 
inal division of the District court. Judge 
Mulling, in his order, saye in part: 

“From the information the court has re- 
ceived it has been determined that such 
grand jury shall investigate the officers and 
office of the district attorney within and for 
the Second judicial! district, the sheriff, coro- 
ner, treasurer, and assessor and thelr offices 
in connection with said election frauds.’’ 


- Plot to Steal Election. 

Before calling the gran@ jury, Judge Mul- 
line review the proceedings in his court 
in the petition of the League for Honest Blec- 
tione for the appointment of a grand jury to 
investigate alleged franchise frauds at the 
city election and for the removal of the 
sheriff, coroner, and district attorney. He 
said: 

“The showing of the Honest Elections’ 
league was such as to warrant the court 
in finding that the grossest frauds were com- 
mitte@ on election day of May 15 last; thet 
a bold and brazen attempt was made to steal 
the election an@ on the face of the returns 
succeeded, by debauching of the ballot boxes 
and the corruption of public officials, tn steal- 
ing valuable assets of the community; that 
publio officials charged with the ferreting 
out of crime and the punishment of criminals 
were either parties to this outrage or were 
so negligent in the discharge of their du- 
ties as to make them particeps criminis.” 


Conflicts with Supreme Court. 

Judge Mulline announced that he would 
hold im abeyance the petition of the Honest 
Bieotions league's attorneys for leave to with- 
draw their request for a grand jury, as 
the Supreme court had ‘published a super- 
sedeas in that case. He called the grand 
jury of his own motfon. 

In announcing hie decision to call a grand 
jury today, Judge Mullins made the following 
statement, which ts understood to be an 
allusion to the position taken by the Supreme 
court relative to the supervision by it of 
elections: 

“I do not claim the right to do this by 
reason of any high prerogative writ or kingly 
attribute, because I claim no descent from 
the kings of Bnaypns by common law or 
otherwise. I wage taught early in years that 
such nonsense was shot out of this country 
at Lexington @nd Bunker Hill.”

ACT COMES AS SURPRISE. 


‘ 


' Move Until After Clearing of 
Mutual Tangle. 


New York, July 7.—[Special.)—E. H. Har- 
riman and several of his friends, who for 
some time have been prosecuting a project to 
defeat Stuyvesant Fish as president of the 
lilinois Central because of Mr. Fish’s stand 
for thorough renovation of affairs of the Mu- 
tual Life’ Insurance company, apparently 
have secured enough I)linois Centra] stock to 
justify themselves in coming out in the open 
for the first time since the project was born. 

Today there were sent out from Wall 
street to the offices of the newspapers state- 
ments as favorable as the street considers 
possible to the Harriman side of the contro- 
versy. To a considerable extent these state- 
ments came as a surprise, for a great many 
had been led to believe that Harriman would 
defer the meditated contest for a year in view 
of the indictment of two officers of the Mu- 
tual and the criminal investigation which the 
district attorney has not yet completed. One 
of these statements, distributed in typewrit- 
ten form, was as follows: : 

“ Although the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Illinois Central railroad 
company will not be held until Oct. 17, more 


than three months hence, there are unmis-_ 


takable indications that there will be a con- 
teet to get control. Thefirst evidence upon 
this point seems to be contained in the brief 
circular which has been ad@réssed to the 
stockholders of the company by Stuyvesant 
Fish, not as president but as an individual. 
That is, he did not sign the circular ae pres- 
ident nor does he state that he sends it by 
the authority of the board of directors. 


“Directors Not Consulted.” 

* There is excellent authority for the state- 
ment that the directors of the company were 
not consulted, either formally or informally, 
regarding’ the circular. The peculiar fea- 
ture of the circular is the following state- 
mént—namely:; 

“* While no special meeting of the stock- 
holders has been called, and maybe none will 
be called, yet in order to provide for such 
a contingency if the case should arise, and 
on the assumption that you may not be able 
to attend in person, you are requested to 
kindly execute the inclosed proxy and mail 
it, in the stamped envelope inclosed here- 
with to the secretary of the company, in 
Chicago.’ 

“The inference drawn from this circular 
by many of those who have received it is 
that there is a possibility that a special meet- 
ing of the stockholders for some purpose not 
yet announced may be called, on the usual 
thirty days’ notice, in advance of the an- 
nual meeting in October. Moreover, the re- 
quést that the proxy ‘be mailed to the sec- 
retary of the company, which request is re- 
peated in a notice at the bottom of the proxy, 
appgrently is intended to convey the impres- 
gion that the proxy is an official one; that is, 
one esked for by the present management. 
As a matter of fact, the proxy runs to Stuy- 
vesant Fish or, failing him, to John C. Well- 
ing, who is a director of the company, also 
first vice president. 

Entire Proceeding Unusual. 

“The entire proceeding is most unusual 
for the reasons given, that is, the request for 
proxies so long before the annual meeting, 
the reference to a possible special meeting, 
and the eff to convey the impression that. 
the proxy is [n support of the present board 
of directors, whereas both circular and proxy 
are individual documents.”’ 

Though none of the general officers of the 
Iilinois Central wae to be found this even- 
ing, it was stated by an associate of Presi- 
dent Fish's that the criticism of his action 
were absurd. 

“ For twenty years,”’ he said, * even before 
Fish was president of the road, it has been 
the custom to send out proxies at thie time, 
The stock is not speculative stock, but in- 
vestment stock. Fish has done wisely, both 
this year and in a score of previous years, in 
giving to the investors ample time to decide 
whether or not they desire a change In man- 


agement.” 
ECKELS ON RUMORED HONOR. 


Banker Declares Report That He Is to 
Head New York Life Is News 
to Him. 


James H. Eckels, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, said yesterday, in 
discussing a report from New York that. he 
was to succeed Alexander E. Orr as presi- 
dent of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, that he had received no confirmation 
of the story. 

“ All I know about it is what I have read 
in the papers,” he stated. “ No intimation 
has come to me that I have been considered 
as President Orr's successor.” 

Mr. Eckels recently was chosen a trustee 
of the insurance company, and, according to 
reports in New York insurance circles, the 
reason assigned for selecting him for a place 
on the board was that he might become ac- 
quainted with the company before being 
elected president, should the old manage- 
ment win out at the election in September.

WITNESSES DESCRIBE HIS TREAT- 
MENT OF EVELYN NESBIT. 


Persons Present at Dinner in Res- 
teaurant in. Upper Brooklyn Tell 
How He, Angered at Girl’s Talk- 
ing*to Other Men, Dragged Her 
Across Floor and Into Private Din- 
ing Room, Then Attacked Those 
Whe Objected to Outbreak. 


New York, July 7.—[{Special.]—The treat- 
ment by Harry K. Thaw of Evelyn Nesbit 
before she was married to him has been the 
taik of their acquaintances for several years. 

It has been established beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that he traveled with his present 
wife in Europe for a long time before they 
were married, and that his treatment of her 
was such as to prompt her to run away from 
him on several occasions, only to return and 
make up the quarrel. So cruel was his treat- 
ment of Evelyn Nesbit that on one notable 
occasion Thaw was threatened with bodily 
harm by a well known men who witnessed 
an exemplification of this cruelty. The dis- 
trict attorney is in possession of the facts in 
connection with this matter, and will bring 
out the details when the trial of Thaw takes 


place. 

On the night of Dec. 256, 1908, Thaw gave @ 
party in one of the best known restaurants 
in upper Broadway. The guest of honor was 
Evelyn Nesbit. There were several other 
guests, men and women, and Thaw distin- 
guished himself early in the evening by eat- 
ing the violets which composed the corsage 
bouquet worn by Miss Nesbit, an@ which 
had been given her by an admirer whose name 
she would not tell Thaw when he demanded 
it. Later, Miss Nesbit, accompanied by an- 
other woman, left the private room in the 
upper part of the restaurant, where Thaw and 
his guests had gone, and went downstairs to 
the telephone booth, which was on the main 


Dragged Through Restaurant. 

While she was telephoning Miss Nesbit was 
greeted by several friends who were dining 
and after she left the booth she sat for a 
moment with them and exchanged ordinary 
comments which are usual between friends 
at Christmas. Thaw became restive because 
of what he considered Miss Nesbit’s long 
absence and came downstairs to see what she ; 
was doing. When he perceived she was talk- 
ing to other men he became wild with anger. 

Approaching Miss Nesbit from the rear 
Thaw grasped her by her dress and back of 
her neck and dragged her through the res- 
taurant and up the stairs to the private room, 
where they had been dining. 

Several men who witnessed the action were 
highly incensed. There were many protests 
and two men followed Thaw to the upper 
story. As soon as he saw what was going 
on Thaw decided to give battle. He rushed 
to a table upon which was a pile of dishes 
and began hurling them at the men who had 
protested against his action. 

There was a great deal of confusion and 
the waiters and other attachés of the res- 
taurant tried to get between Thaw and a 
man who was especially incensed against 
him. But Thaw kept on hurling the dishes 
and finally struck one man, who was helping 
the waiters in their efforts to stop the row, in 
the face, cutting a big gash which bled pro- 
fusely. 

The district attorney has examined all 
those who were present upon this occasion 
and will introduce their evidence when the 
trial of the prisoner takes place. 


Corner the Alienist Market. 


The lawyers for Harry Thaw have hired 
practically every big alienist in this country 
to assist Thaw's defense. What is more, 
they have cornered the market in insanity 
experts, and, should the court desire to ap- 
point a commission of its own to examine 
Thaw, it would be practically Impossible to 
find any alienists of sufficient reputation who 
could serve. No money has been spared. 
Every big alienist of the country was told 
to name his price, and, upon naming it, was 
immediately retained. In some cases checks 
were mailed for whatever retaining fee was 
asked. 


DOUMA SPLITS OVER DEATH LAW 


Upper Council Rejects Bill Abolishing 
the Penalty After It Had Been 
Passed by Lower House. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 7.—The bill of 
the lower house of parliament for the aboll- 
tion of the death penalty went on the rocks 
today in a caucus of the centrists and the 
council of the empire, a majority of which 
was opposed to its acceptance in its present 
form.

GLOATS OVER A VICTORY. 
Promises to Devote Rest of His 
Life to “Getting Even”’ with 
New York Censors. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

LONDON, July 7.—George Bernard Shew, 
the drumatist, in discussing today the deci- 
sion|i in New York yesterday on his play, 

‘ The main thing is that the decision states 
that the exposure of the social evil may lead 
to social reform. Whatever comments the 

ourt passed is of no matter to me so long as 
hat principle is admitted. According to one 
paper, the court deems the play disgusting. 
I shall continue to write similar disgusting 
things until some definite good has been 
achieved. 

‘The entire blame for the agitation against 
‘Mrs. Warren's Profession’ lies on the 
headsiof the New York critics. Their stupid- 
ity, inhumanity, scurrilous and obscene lan- 
guage in dealing with the play drove the poor, 
wretched little police commissioner to steps 
he was reluctant to take. , 


Urges Critics to Suicide Now. 

* No words of mine are adequate to describe 
my feelings towards these critics. They 
should all be gathered in a dustpan and 
thrown on to the dust heap. Had they any 
sense of decency they would make a bare- 
footed pilgrimage somewhere or shoot them- 
selves. But I don’t suppose they will. I do 
not think the decision of the court is com- 
plete unless ie contained a recommendation 
to imprison all the editors and critics of the 
New York préss who are responsible for 
bringing about this agitation. 

“The remainder of my life will be devoted 
to forcing home their disgraceful attitude in 
this matter. They had a splendid opportu- 
nity of aiding in the work, but their stupidity 
was too great to permit them to see other 
than the sensational phases. In their os- 
trichlike dullness they imagine they know 
more about the subject than I, but when I 
say a thing is so, no sane person will ac- 
cept their word against mine. 


Play Not Written for Money. 

“The most scandalous lie they told was 
that ‘Mrs. Warren’s Profession’ was writ- 
ten for the purpose of making money.” 

Here Mr. Shaw's eyes blazed, and every 
hair of his beard seemed to bristle as he pro- 
ceeded. 

“Any intelligent manager will tell you 
that a play that is dependent on pornographic 
situations is doomed to failure. For a week, 
perhaps, the weak and degenerate debauchés 
may pay extravagant prices to see the piece. 
The impression was spread in America that 
‘Mrs. Warren's Profession’ was a piece of 
that character. The production cost me §$5.,- 
000 out of pocket besides injuring the re- 
ceipts of other plays of mine on tour. Yet 
those who spent their money to see ‘ Mrs. 
Warren's Profession ’ hoping to satisfy their 
mental lasciviousness have my profoundest 
pity for their disappointment. They must 
hold me guilty of taking money on false pre- 
tenses.” 


DREYFUS WANTS ONLY HONOR. 


Refuses to Ask for Damages and Will 
Not Seek Punishment of Men Who 
Perjured Themselves. 


PARIS, July 7.—Maitre Mornard’s perora- 
tion in the Dreyfus argument was a brilliant 
tribute to Dreyfus, whose action in refusing 
damages the advocate described as the su- 
preme-act o fmoral grandeur. He added: 

“It is solely upon my client’s order that I 
relinquish the right for damages. I struggled 
against his will, believing that public moral- 
ity required reparation for the atrocious 
physical sufferings resulting from the mon- 
strous judicial error and the criminal prose- 
cution of all the false witnesses and other 
authors’ of the former convictions. But I 
was compelled to cede before the unwavering 
will of Capt. Dreyfus asa soldier. He said: 

** ‘T have given everything to my country— 
health, happiness, and future—and as my 
country gave me everything my country can 
take everything.’ 

“He is ready to bear alone all the miséry 
and torture of Devil's island if his country 
will give him back only one thing—his honor. 
We renounce, then, all damages, asking you 
simply to quash the conviction without re- 
trial and ask you to grant this in behalf of 
the honor of the French army and the public 
conscience of France.”’

** Municipal Ownership In Glasgow ”’ is the 
title of a brief article by James Dalrymple, 
the Glasgow expert, in the current number of 
The Third Rall, a technical publication. The 
Scotchman tells his readers that in, his opin- 
jon American wages at present are “‘ about 
right.” 

I spoke strongly to the Chicago people of 
our own staff in Glasgow.”’ he writes, “I 
explained how they were satisfied with the 
conditions and service, and believed it best 
to work under a municipality whose service 
Was a guarantee that they would be well! 
looked after. 

“ But I d@ not know that there !s anything 
wrong with wages and hours in América. 
They get a big wage, and the fact that the 
condition of working men under a municipal- 
ity In America would not be much, if any, 
better than it is now under a company, re- 
moves one reason for the municipalization of 
the tramways. 

“In Glasgow, when we took over the tram- 
Ways, we peid a better wage, but we did not 
pay that wage to the same men. It was paid 
to other men; we got superior men. The’ 
tramway employé is now a better man all 
around. In fact, the electrification of tram- 
ways has not only educated and brightenea@ 
the riders, but has sensibly improved the 
employés."’

Iil., July 7.—{Specm!. ]—Former 
Siate treasurers and auditors who are inter- 
ested in a sult of the state against Henry 
W uiff "loyd K. Whittemore, his bonds- 
man. lost a point today when Judge Shirley 
of the Circuit court sustained the demurrer 
to a plea of the defendants that the state 
had no right to the fees in question—emount- 
ing in all the cases to nearly $300.000 

But they gained a point when Judge Shirley 
granted Wulf and Whittemore leave to 
amend thelr pleas so as to fall back on the 
Supreme court cecision in the state’s attor- 
ney’s fee case, wherein it was held that long 
usage and continued legislafive and adminis- 
trative construction of a law gave it a con- 
siitutioral basis which it might not have by 
strict Interpretation. 

Gov. Deneen Wants Restitution. 

Wulff end Whittemore are defending a test 
case by which Gov. Deneen and Attorney 
Genera! Stead are endeavoring to force resti- 
tution from former treasurers and auditcrs 
for the last thirty years. 

The first point, which the defendants lost, 
was covered by the argument that the money 
in question was not originally state funds 
and that therefor® the state was not in po- 
sition to sne for iis recovery. 

Originally the money Was raised by taxa- 
tion in different subdistricts of the state. 
The fees retained by the state offfcinis were 
those allowed by law for the expense of han- 
Gling the bonds for the retirement of which 
the taxes were assessed. The bonds were 
purely local, but were guaranteed by the 
state. The fees were collectible only by the 
state and were intended to defray the addi- 
tional expense to which the state was put In 
handling purely local matters. 

The state charges that the fees were not 
spent fn doing the extra work, but were pock- 
eted by th e officials who had the work done 
by the regular office force paid by the state 


Claim Set Up by State. 

Although the defendants have been per- 
mitted to amend their pleas to include the 
state’s attorney’s decision, rendered since 
this suit was started, the state asserts that no 
parallel exists between the two cases. The 
Supreme court @cision in the state's attor- 
neys’ case held that legislative and admjnis- 
trative construction might be allows d to 
sustain a law where the constitut ‘d not 
invalidate it specifically. 

In this fee case now being fought out there 
is no law. There is no “ legislative "’ con- 
struction whatever. The state's attorneys 
who took fees had the sanction of a state law 
giving them that authority, but the former 
state treasurers and auditors have no legis- 
lative enactments to fall back on. It simply 
was “the custom.”

‘HITCH IN PROCEEDINGS. 


Judge Objects to Investigation of 
His “‘Personal’’ Affairs by 
the Committee.

Judge Arthur H. Chetlain intimated yes- 
terday, in a letter signed by John 8S, Miller, 
hie attorney, that: he had enough of the in- 
vestigation into his judicial conduct by the 
judiciary committee of the Chicago Bar as- 
sociation. 

Mr. Miller asked for a postponement of the 
hearing, which was to have been resumed 
tomorrow afternoon. He said he would be 
out of town next week. The effect of this 
postponement, if it is agreed upon, will be 
to put the investigation off unt!l autumn. 
Jesse A. Baldwin, atterney for the bar com- 
mittee, will sail on July 19 for Europe, to be 
gone several months. 

Mr, Baléwin said that Mr. Miller and Judge 
Chetlain were aware that he had booked his 
passage. He aiso said that by next fall all 
public interest in the investigation of the 
judge would have subsided. In many ¢ircles 
it was regarded as the forerunner of the 
abandonment of the inquiry. 

Refuse “‘Private”’ Information. 

In his letter to Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Miller 
declined, in behalf of his client, to present 
befcre the investigating commitee informa- 
tion concerning Judge Chetlain’s transac- 
tions with banks and his salary vouchers 
Mr. Miller said there was no excuse for such 
an “‘unlimited prying” into Judge Chet- 


‘We beg to say, that in our opinion,” At- 
torney Miller wrote, “that this is unprece- 
" Judge 
Chetlain is answering charges, not making 
them." Mr. Miller takes exteption to the 
manner in which Mr. Baldwin conducted the 
inquiry on the opening of the investigation, 
saying:

Demand Bank Information. 


Mr. Miller’s communication was in re- 
sponse to one from Mr. Baldwin to Judge 
Chetlain as follows: 

We regard it as important that we be furnished 
with information concerning your transactions 
with the Hamilton National bank and Chicago 
National bank and to save them the annoyance of 
being brought into court with their books we sug- 
gest that you may prefer to authorize them to 
furnish us with the information we may require. 
Accordingly we hand you herewlth written re- 
quests to each of these institutions and also to the 
county controller which, if you will sign, we will 
present to respective parties as our authority. 

This was a request to which neither Judge 
Chetlain nor Mr. Miller would accede, 

Mr. Miller said in his letter, referring to 
the request for his transactions with the 
banks: 

We beg to say that no matter in any way perti- 
nent to the investigation of Judge Chetiain’s con- 
duct as a judge, whieh calis for or justifies such 
an unlimited prying into and publication of his 
private affairs without regard to their bearing 
on this investigation, has to our knowledge been

Sought Facts by Bank Records. 


Mr. Baldwin's intention was if the bank 
records were forthcoming to ascertain who 
had paid money to Juage Chetlain and to 
whom he had paid money. It is known that 
he has at various times assigned his salary 
and the attorney for tne bar association 
believed that this also had an important 
bearing on the hearing. 

Among the matters that Mr. Baldwin in- 
tended to take up tomorrow were two notes 
each for $550 that Judge Chetlain had signed 
in the office of John H Curtisand E. B. Den- 
ison in the Chamber of Commerce building. 
These notes, which had been sold for $520 
each, turned up among the questionable as- 
sete of the defunct Bank .of America, al- 
though Danie! D. Healy, then chairman ot 
the finance committee, protested against 
their purchase from W. E. Dodson, who held 
them, saying that Judge Chet was in 
shaky financial condition. 

Abner Smith, president of the bank, is a 
friend of Judge Chetlain, and insisted that 
the notes were all right. They drew 6 per 
cent, 

Mr. Baldwin said that it had been his in- 
tention to ask Judge Chetlain to take the 
stand again on Monday. He thought by 
holding a night session that the committee 
could finish with the judge and that would 
leave the rest of the week to hear other wit- 
nesses. 

“Tf the hearing is not resumed on Mon- 
day.” said Mr. Baldwin, “it will of neces- 
sity be postponed until autumn, when all 
public interest will have subsided.”

At 9 a. m. two men entered the 
place, denounced Glosser, and told him he 
was going to be given his dues.

His companion 
kicked him and he was struck with a 
heavy pipe. Then the men went into every 
room of the building and tore out the fixtures 
which had been placed. When the police ar-

Chapter 2 provides for the immunity of 
members of the field hospital corps.

Chapter 3 detells the protection to be ac- 
ecrded the various branches of the hospital 
corps, the members of which are exempted 
from the treatment given prisoners of war. 
Other chapters provide for the protection of 
hospite! material and the immunity of con- 
voys conducting evacuations. 

The provision relative to arbitration by the 
permanent tribunal of The Hague ts limited 
to an interpretation of the terms of the new 
convention in times of peace.

Every .train that runs is filled to its fullest 
capacity, and the trains contain as many cars 
as the engines can draw without a sacrifice 
of speed. Dining cars and buffet are provid- 
ed and to the minutest detail] everything is 
most luxurious, comfortable and convenient.

BOW BASSENGER TRAFFIC PAYS BET- 
TER THAN FREIGHT. 

There is an absurd popular notion that no 
steam railroad makes any considerable pro- 
fit on it:} passenger traffic, but the new Chica- 
go-New,\ York Electric Road will quickly 
prove that such is not the case, and that by 
special ciquipping for passenger traffic it can 
be made to pay far more than freight does. 
The reasion passenger traffic on the great 
trunk-ling steam roads yields no profit to 
speak of {s not because there ig no money in 
the carrying of passengers, but because the 
roads, having been conceived and built with 
no consideration for passenger requirements 
and with freight the beginning and end of 
the road’s commercial desires, the {wo classes 
of tonnage don’t wark well together. When 
a “fiyer’’ makes a sensational run under 
present raijroad conditions, it often means 
that all freight trains fer a distance of one 
hundred mils have to be run onto sidings or 
otherwise shifted out of the danger zone until 
the passenger train gets by. This means an 
almost incalc\lable loss, a loss that certainly 
does kill all the profit that would otherwise 
accrue. 

Then again, the steam routes being freight 
reutes first, lapt and &ll the time, have to go 
where the freight is, no matter how many 
serpentine twists and turns divert them from 
the pathway oi directness. Passengers not 
only have to be hauled far and unnecessarily 
out of the way, but are shifted around curves, 
gullies ang mountains that forever render an 
extremely high speed out of the question. 
The simple fact, therefore, is that passenger 
traffic will pay and pay well, even if never a 
pound of freight were carried, if the route 
were only a direc} one and no delay of fifty- 
car freight trains, some of them with perish- 
able goods, was cprused by the high-speed 
trains. 

When a manufacturer ships freight under 
present conditions, a strange process ensues. 
Freight may go over half a dozen roads and 
many miles out of ite way before it reaches 
its destination. Mos of the roads are mem- 
bers of great freight poole or trusts, which 
operate within certain *‘spheres of influence.”’ 
Business is divided up, the profits being pro, 
portioned out in accordance with a “factor”’ 
schedule and the freight going over which- 
ever “pool” route the situation demands. 
When a load of freight starte from New 
York for Chicago, by wry of, let us say, the 
“Erie,"* no man can predict how many other 
routes than the Erie it will run over before it 
reaches the end of its journey, and it matters 
not so long as it gets there—-somehow—some 
time. But it DOES matter to passengers 
whether or not they have to tolerate such 
beating around the bush. hen @ passenger 
starts for a given point he wants to get there 
DIRECTLY and, therefore, the passsnger 
trains of existing roads pick their way 
through a sea of freight tzains, cattle-cars 
on a siding here, fruit-cars on a “spur’’ 
there, all being delayed itp the extent of 
hundreds of thousands of dpliars. 

What a blessing, then, it will be when the 
new Chicago-New York Electric Air Line 
flashes its clean, luxurious trains between 
Chicage and New York City, at the marvel- 
ous speed of Meeventy-five ipiles an hour, 
some of them king no stops}. If freight is 
ever carried, it will be over explusive freight 
tracks, ample space for which has been 
provided. The territory traversed by the 
new electric line is the most’ densely pop- 
ulated in the country, and the bulk of all 
the traffic, both freight an\ passenger, 
from Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, Philadel.

It is almost beyond belief that so per 
natural route for a railroad as that tm de 
by the new Chicago-New York Electriq Air 
TAne could have stood all these years iand 
mot had a railroad built upon it. Feéra 
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stretch of 150 miles in Ohio there is a fall of 
only two feet to the mile. From Chicago to 
the Pennsylvania State line the grade does 
not exceed 16 feet per mile, and in the entire 
distance of 750 miles between Chicago and 
New York, no grade on the route surveyed 
exceeds one per cent.

Passenger traffic, with its constant demand 
for higher speed. has made the Chicago-New 
York Bliectric Air Line Railroad a reality;

The roadbed will be the most solidly built 
of any in-the world, the high speed of the 
trains necessitating new calculations on this 
score. It will be “ballasted’’ with crushed 
granite throughout its entire length, and 100 

. Steel rails will be used. 


Power hotses wil] be fifty miles apart and 
will keep a “third rail” constantly charged 
with 5, electrical horse power. Every part 
of the machinery will be in duplicate, so that 
no breakdown can possibly affect the run- 
ning of the high-speed trains. 


Some of these wer houses are located 
near coal mines, the screenings of which can 
be had at such a low price that the total cost 
for ‘power will be greatly reduced thereby.

When it eomes to safety, electric power is 
so superior to steam that there is hardly any 
comparison at all. The dangef from fire is 
insignificant, the danger from explosion elim- 
inated and the danger from breakdowns due 
to crystalligation As paper J done away with. 
It is wellknown thata constant thumping on 
any kind of meta! tends to make it crystal- 
line, with danger from cracking ever present. 
Everybody knows how a steam locomotive 
jolte and thumps. and it at once hecomes 
evident why many railroad accidegts occur 
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Porte, South Bend, Bikhart, Goshen and 
many others, it serves a population of 190,000.

to one million, nine Ribare thou- 
nd dollars. Our operating expenses will 
not exceed 50 per cent of the gross receipts, 
and this would leave net earnings of nine 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars (950.000) 
on a section of road one one hundred miles 
long.

ONE CHICAGO AUTO MISSING 
IN THE THIRD ANNUAL TOUR. 


Car of Charles Y. Knight Supposed to Be.

Cleveland, O., July 7.—[Special.]—The third

Contest Proves a Bumping Affair 
and Dandelion Is Knocked 
to His Knees.

New York, July 7.—[{Special.]—Sir Huon, 
the Bashford Manor colt, by Falsetto-Ignite, 
and bred and owned by George J. Long, 
scored a lucky win for Kentucky by getting 
up just in time to snatch first money from 
Glorifier and Cedarstrome in the final strides 
of a bumping, bruising race for the $16,000 
Commonwealth handicap at Sheepshead bay 
this afternoon. 

Less than a furlong from the finish the 
whole field was bunched together at Cedar- 
Sstrome'’s heels so closely, that the interfer- 
ence was general, and in the mélée F. R. 
Hitchcock’s Dandelion was knocked to his 
knees. Jockey Miller was: hurled in front 
of the bunch, but miraculously escaped in- 
jury. Retribution, the phycologists cried, 
andewhen it was seen neither horse nor rider 
was hurt, many expressed satisfaction that 
Hitchcock and Madden had been beaten. 


Shields’ Horse Ineligible. 


The sentiment of the racing public op- 
posed their second protest of Go Between 
today, thereby keeping Shields’ -hhorse.from 
starting in this race. This time the protest 
was based on imperfect entry. It was re- 
ferred by the stewards of the meeting to the 
Jockey club’s stewards, who sustained it 
and disqualified Go Between from starting. 

Cairngorm, Dandelion, and Cedarstrome 
Jumped off in front when the barrier flew up, 
and the first named set a good even pace, 
reeling off furlong after furlong. After he 
finished the ninth, in 1:52%, then he had shot 
his bolt, and succumbed to the onrushing 
pack at his heels. Apparently Miller's riding 
orders were to avoid going out and racing 
for the lead, as Dandelion had done in the 
other big races, in which he ran second three 
times this epring. Miller took him up as 
soon as the early rush for position was over, 
and was content to rate him along in third 
place for five furlongs, after which he was 
fourth, Von Tromp having moved up fast on 
the outside ‘along the backstretch and taken 
third place three furlongs from home. 

There was a general closing up and the 
field swung intq the stretch closely packed 
behind Cairngorm. It was any one’s rate 
until Dandelion stumbled into the jam half 
way up the stretch, then half the horses were 
snatched off their stride sharply, but Cairn- 
gorm and Cedarstrome, which were running 
one, two, were not interfered with. Glorifier 
coming along the rail, and Sir Huon on the 
extreme outside also did not suffer from the 
mixup. Cairngorm, who had been made too 
much use of, failed in the last sixteenth, and 
the three others that had come best out of 
the mé@lée fought out the finish, which was 
a lucky one for them. Owing to so much 
interference near the last furlone pole, the 
finish of the race was not truly run. 

Coming away in the last jump together 
Heider on Tommy. Hit¢chcock’s Garrett al- 
most bumped Gold Fleur off the course, but 
Veitch drove his horse past the interference 
and won as he pleased. Balzac, the favorite, 
did not carry his speed and was beaten 
soundly. 

Belmont Filly Wins Stake. 


August Belmont, who won the Vernal 
stakes for 2 year old fillies with Beldame 
three years ago, repeated today at Sheeps- 
head bay with his Misgivings, by Dieudonne— 
Miss Darebin. The value of the stake was 
over $5,000. It was a five-eighths mile race 
on the futurity course, with Soprano the fa- 
vorite. Showing the way on the rail as they 
swung around the’bend Baringo shot op on 
the outside, but Soprano answered the chal- 
lenge by drawing away again. Then Mis- 
givings came through between them, and 
it was a rattling race. The last furlong 
was between the Belmont filly and Soprano, 
the latter chucking it the last few strides. 
Altuda closed stoutly. 

Will Darden and most of the westerners 
gobbled 10 to 1 against Nannie Hodge forthe 
six furlong handicap with which the card 
opened,. and Radtke did his best to put 
through the good thing by riding a faultless 
race, but Jack Martin was a close secend ail 
the way, and had a bit up his sleeve, which 
was just the opposite to the usual style of 
riding Handzarra. It proved the right way 
this time, for when he sent Handzarra up to 
the pacemaker his mare responded gamely 
and held the western trick safe all the last 
furlong. From a slow beginning James 
Curl’s Varieties at 4 to 1 closed strongly and 
finished fourth. 


Crowd Hisses the Stewards. 

The last race of the day, a mile and a fur- 
long on the turf course, sent the crowdhome 
in bad humor after a noisy demonstration 
around the stewards’ stand. Jockey Mil- 
ler, who rides for Steward Andrew Miller, 
tried to foul both Tartan and Belgravia in 
order to get his own mount home first, and 
the thousands that had played the favorite 
straight and Belgravia for the place gathered 
on the lawn around the stewards’ stand, 
awaiting confidently for Entree to be dis- 
qualified, but there was nothing doing. When 
the finish was made official a storm of howls 
and hisses broke loose and there was a 
demonstration such as has not been seen nor 
heard on a’ New York racecourse for many 
years. 

Tony Aste got back at Bob Tucker when 
the latter’s Flowaway won the fifth race. 
The colt had been entered for $600 and Aste 
carried the price up to $2,500 before he quit 
bidding. This made him even for Bob Tuck- 
er’s agent, Biliy Porter, running the Aste 
filly Gold Lady last Saturday.

Regatta Proves Success,

Bill Poster Over Line First.

Scates was 
the only one of the four skippers to carry 
a spinnaker and hé had it set forward as a 
balloom jib, a custom of the inland lake 
sailors. 

Half way to the mark Billposter had in- 
creased the lead over Néw IPinois, which in 
turn had opened a gap between itself and 
Mendota, and Quien Sabe was managing to 
hold itsown. The times caught as the boats 
rounded the buoy were: Biliposter, 8:42;

In the meantime Pilot 
had rounded the mark far in the lead of 
everything else and was well on the way to 
the four mile crib, Venecedor, as had been 
expected, was running away from Siren and 
Naniwa had an overwhelming lead over Hli- 
nois. The last named split its mainsall soon 
after the start and lost much time by dous- 
ing the canvas to repair the damage. 


Thirteen Minutes to Good. 

After turning the stake Mendota held in- 
shore for the beat to the crib and the rest 
of the class made for the‘offing. When the 
distance to the second turn had been half 
traversed it became an open question whether 
Mendota had gained by keeping inside. The 
race between the pair. was a fine one, and 
a few mjnutes later they converged within a 
half milé of the crib, with Bill Poster on the 
starboard tack and Mendota on the port 
Bill Poster crossed Mendota's bow with but 
little distance to spare, and soon after both 
were on the same tack and making a long 
leg out into the lake.

Some Excuses-of Sail Places. °

No ball player ever made anerror. At 
least, if each player was permitted to be 
Official scorer for himself, his fielding av~- 
erage would be 1.000. 

No one unless he has been official scorer 
can imagine how many reasons there are 
that a ball player does not get the ball. 
There is a reason for every error, and 
every bal! muffed or fumbled is an im- 
possible chance. 

“It hit a pebble.” 

“The sun got in my eyes.” 

* It took a bad bound.” 

“Tl was going the other direction to 
cover the base when it was hit.” 

“The wind made it shoot crooked.” 

These are the five principal reasons as- 
signed by players when they want to justi- 
fy themselves in making an error or mis- 
play—but there are others—almost as many 
others as there are misplays.

A year 
or sb ago D. G. Brown of Chicago bought 
from an Illinois farm a stallion by Chimes, 
dam by Mambrino King.

Unless it is subjected to constant develop- 
ment the instinct to trot or pace fast soon 
becomes dormant im horses and-in course of 
time will disappear entirely. On the other 
hand, where there are several generations 
of developed ancestors the youngsters of the 
tribe take to speedmaking as a duck does 
to water. Talking on this point the other 
day, W. O. Gerrity, who is 4 finished horse- 
man, and who spent last winter in Califor- 
nia, remarked that in his opinion the stallion 
Zombro was about the best sire of speed at 
the trot and pace he ever had seen. The 
uniformity with which his colts show speed 
at the harness gaits is something wonderful, 
according to Gerrity.

“those Zombro colts 
actually get to going a 2:30 gait while you 
are bréaking them, and once they are 
straightened away it’s like eating ice cream 
on a hot night for them to make speed. I 
actually believe there are enough Zombro 
colts in training right now at the Los Angeles 
track to make him the leading sire of the 
year if a systematic effort was made to put

Gerrity has a pretty good stallion in his 
own string this season in Bon Voyage, that 
is now being prepared for a few races in the 
fall. He won the Kentucky Futurity as a 
2 year old in 1904, taking a record of 2:15, and 
was the champion trotting statllion of his 
age that season. This year he was bred to 
about forty mares before being sent east 
from California, and should get plenty of 
speed at the trot, as his dam isa matron of 
proven excellence, and his sire, Expedition, 
has a lot of speedy young trotters to his 
credit, It is now the accepted doctrine that 
from the fast colt trotters of today will come 
the great. sires of the future, and on this line 
of argument, backed by hie superexcellent 
pedigree when early trotting speed is de- 
sired, Bon Voyages is a topnotek young 
stailion.

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AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE 
STARTS PLAY TOMORROW. 


Sixteenth Annual Congress to Be Held 
at Boston—Many Entries from East, 
Few from West. 


{BY A. R. METCALFE.] 


The sixteenth annual congress of the Amer- 
ican Whist league will open at the Hotel 
Somerset, Boston, tomorrow, and continue 
throughout the week. Present indications 
point to a large attendance from the east, and 
poor delegations from the western cities. 
Only nineteen players have gone from Chi- 
cago, and about an equal number from Mir- 
neapolis. 

Especially noticeable will be the absence of 
the Western teams in the Hamilton trophy 
event. Minneapolis will present a team com- 
posed of Montgomery, Jones, Satterlee, and 
Barnard, and this may be the only team from 
the west. 

The Cleveland players have definitely de- 
cided not to attempt to win the trophy again 
this year, while it is just possible that Chi- 
cago may make up a team from material on 
An effort was made to re- 
vive the old team composed of Montgomery, 
Cohen, Martin, and Metcalfe, but the last 
named player was unable to go. 

Tomorrow the Brooklyn trophy contest will 
be played. This trophy represents the cham- 
pionship of auxiliary associations, and each 
association will be represented by a team 
of eight players. The Chicago team probably 
will be composed of Messrs. Addington, Wal- 
ler, Montgomery, Cohen, Martin, Mitchell, 
Porter, and Kent. 

A. Harvey McCoy of Baltimore. one of 
the cleverest bridge players in the country, 
once remarked to the writer that he consid- 
ered the three important features of bridge 
to be the declaration, general play, and shifti- 
ness. ~The titles of the first two are suffi- 
ciently descriptive, but the third is not so 
easily understood. In nearly every deal, 
however, one of the nondealers is in a dilem- 
ma as to whether to continue a sult or shift 
to another, and frequently the game hinges 
on his decision. 

When there is a declared trump all players 
of any ‘experience gather in all the tricks 
possible before the dealer can extract trumps, 
and do not hesitate to switch suits. At no 
trump, however, the problem is more deli- 
cate, and is worthy of study. Usually pone 
is called upon to make the decision, after 
winning the first trick, as shown by the fol- 
lowing illustrations: 

No trump declared by dealer ,and the deuce 
of spades opened, the first trick going as fol- 
lows: 28,58, K 8,48. Dummy has remain- 
ing, spades, 10; diamonds, king, jack, 4; clubs, 
queen, 9, 7, 2; hearts, 10, 8, 6, 38. Pone has 
remaining, spades, 7, 3; diamonds, ace, queen, 
10, 7, 6;. clubs, 10, 8, 3; hearts, 7, 4. Pone 
shoulg drop the spade suit and lead a small 
diamond, trusting his partner to secure the 
lead and return the suit. 

No trump declared by dealer and seven of 
diamonds led originally, the first trick being 
as follows: d7,d2, @k,44. Dummy hasre- 
maining, diamonds, ace, jack; spades, 6, 4, 2; 
hearts, king, 7, 3; clubs, 10, 7, 4. Pone’s re 
maining cards, diamonds, 8, king, 10, 7, 5, 3; 
hearts, Jack, 8, 2; clubs, 9, 6, 8. Here pone 
should return the diamond regardless of the 
tenace or the table. If leader possesses two 
reéntry cards, which is probable, he will 
bring in some diamonds, while dealer is cer- 
tain to have a defense in spades. Had the 


original lead showed but four diamonds in 


leader’s' hand, however, it would be pone’s 
duty to start the spade suit at trick two. 

The situation of pone is often further com- 
plicated by the consideration of whether 
dealer needs one, two, or three odd tricks 
to win game. When it is necessary to se- 
cure the odd trick in order to save the game 
it is often. obligatory for pone to drop his 
partner’s suit and try for a longet suit, even 
although the chances of making the latter 
do not seem to be favorable.

Pugilism received another shock yester- 
day when “ Young” Greenburg of Chicago 
died from the pummeling he received from 
Eddie Tancl, also of this city, in thelr fight 
at La Salle, Ill), on the night of July 4. 
Greenburg was severely beaten and became 
unconscious after the findsh of the battle, 
which went the Hmit. Hé was taken to a 
hospital at La SaNe and hie life was de- 
epaired of. He was given all possible méd- 
ical attention, but the pounding he received 
was fatal. 

As a result of the death of Greenburg Eddie 
Tancl, his manager, Howatd Carr, who is 
more famillarly known as *‘ Kid’' Howard; 
Referee Jimmy Bardell, and all others who 
took a hand in promoting the contest are in 
eerious trouble. Tancl, Howard, and a few 
others were arrested at La Salle with a 
charge of manslaughter lodged against them. 
What the outcome will be can only be 
guessed at.

Independence day was celebrated by the 
pugs in the east, middlewest, and as far west 
as Los Angeles, the last named place carry- 
ing off the bun with its featherweight cham- 
pionship battle between Abe Attel and 
Frankie Neil. Patrons of the sport in the 
far east were offered a battle royal between 
Billy (* Honey *’) =e and Willie Lewis. 


Abe Attel and Frankle Neil easily carried 
off the Independence day honors. That is, the 
pugilistic honors. Their contest was sched- 
uled to go twenty rounds and they traveled 
the full distance at a rapid clip, in fact, too 
rapid to suit Neil's style of milling. The 
little Jew demonstrat ed beyond~cavil that 
he is the best little piece of fighting 
machinery of his weight in the country, if 
not in the world. He demonstrated he could 
battle at long and short range and that he 
does not depend on winning a battle by 
scurrying all over the ring. 

It ‘was conceded he had it on Frankie in 
cleverness and that if he won it would 
be along scientific lines only. Reports of the 
contest, however, state he stood toe to toe 
with his haré hitting adversary and that he 
repeatedly compelled him to break ground. 
This, according to the press accounts, not- 
ably was the case in the last round, m which 
they engaged in close exchanges. Abe, un- 
expectedly, outfought and outpunched 
Frankie in thts session, forcing him to break 


ground and go to cover.

Neil was supposed to outclass Abe at that 
sort of milling, and the spectators were 
dumfounded when they saw him beaten at 
his own game. Attel|demonstrated his su- 
periority early Im the fray, hitting Frankie 
almost at will, smashing his nose and closing 
his eye. All Neil asked for was an oppor- 
tunity to get close, but Attel kept him ata 
safe distance for rounds at a time, then, 
when he least expected it, he would tearinto 
him and shoot tn some teeth rattlers and 
dance away. He played with him as a cat 
would with a mouse until he had him thor- 
oughly beaten, then cut loose to put him 
away, the only thing he failed to accomplish 
during the contest. 

Neil, undoubtedly, took his defeat much 
heart. as he “was positive he could take 
Abey'’s measure over any distance. His fa- 
ther was ready to bet all kinds of money his 
boy could trim Attel in six rounds when they 
practically were matched to fight here last 
fall, and there is no doubt he lost a chunk of 
money on the fight. All doubts, if any 
existed, as to Attel’s right to the feather- 
weight championship now are removed.

good battle, a battle that would have taken 
down the long end of the money against any 
boy of his weight, excepting the elusive and 
scientific Abraham.

Fred Cooley, who has beer’ spoiling fora 
fight ever since he upset Jack O'Brien in their 
exhibition bout at Toledo, was given a chance 
to see what he could do In the fighting line at 
Kenosha, Wis., Tuesday night. Fred hiked 
across the Illinois line to give one Jack Ben- 
nett a tryout, and_succeeded in putting him 
away in the first round, Cooley, hgwever, 
did not get away with the money nor the 
deciston, as Bennett’s friends and the au- 
thorities jumped into the ring while the 
referee was counting out Bennett, and that 
ended the contest. Thering official, however, 
would not render a decision, claiming he was 
afraid of the crowd. It was then suggested 
three judges be appointed to decide the 
fight. as Jack, after he had recovered, 
claimed he had been fouled. The judges 
were of three opinions. One voted Jack had 
been fouled, the other that the fight was a 
draw, and the third was for deciding it no 
contest. The referee then lumped the 
judgés’ decision and declared it a Wraw. 

Cooley’s manager had wagered $300 on the 
fight, and was fortunate to collect his own 
money. Bennett jumped into local prom- 
inence several weeks ago when he knocked 
out George Shrosbree, a Chicago pug of the 
lower division, and it was on the strength of 
that victory he was matched with Cooley. 
His townsmen looked upon him as a coming 
champion, but Fred cleaned him so quickly 
and so decisively he, probably, willrenounce 
the game.

It even is rumored that the position of 
Dr. Bode, director of the Berlin museum, is 
seriously shaken, but it would be rash to at- 
tach too much importance to this report, 
since it would be impossible to find a succes- 
sor in whose person would be confined all of 
the qualifications possessed by Bode. 


Has Built Up Museum. 

He possesses absolute integrity, expert 
knowledge, and a rare degree of enthusiasm, 
ané it is difficult to believe that the authori- 
tiles are not fully aware of the importance 
of the services rendered by the man who, by 
hie individual effort, has made the Berlin 
museum one of the finest institutions in the 
world. 

Meanwhile, it appears that the high price 
paid for the Hainauer collection has awak- 
ened the greed of the other Teutonic art col- 
lectors, who are trying to place their treas- 
ures on the market and extort the highest 
possible prices. 

It is reported that the royal collection be- 
longing to one of the southern German 
princes is to be sold shortly and others no 
doubt will follow suit.

Each year, just about this time, the ques- 
tion is raised in big cities on both sides of 
the Atlantic as to the policy of permitting 
people to sleep in the public parks. Last 
summer the head of the park commission of 
New York was moved by a feeling of pity for 
the occupants of the tenement houses in the 
crowded districts of the city to direct the 
police to suspend while the heated spell lasted 
the enforcement of the rule against sleeping 
on the grass. But he soon had reasog to re- 
gret having permitted his heart to get the 
better of his head, and was compelled to re- 
scind his ‘order for much the same reasons 
which. have led the English government to 
secure the sanction of parliament to a law 
which runs as follows: “ No idle and dis- 
orderly person, or rogue or vagabond, or 
person in an unclean or verminous condi- 
tion, shall loiter or remain in the parks, or 
lie upon or occupy the ground,.or any of the 
seats thereof.’’ 

London has been until now the only great 
city in the world where people have been per- 
mitted to convert the public parks into public 
bedrooms, not only by night, but also by day. 
In fact, the aspect presented by Hyde park, 
St. James’ park, the Green park, Kensington 
gardens, Regent's park, and the dozen other 
. breathing places of the big British metrop- 
ols, om a hot summer’s day, with the green- 
sward covered with sleeping tramps of the 
male ahd female persuasion, many of them 
@runk, others partially dressed, and some 
actually changing their underwear in broad 
daylight, has always been a source of dis- 
gusted amazement to the foreigm visitor. 

The condition of affairs has, however, be- 


been forced to intervene with a strong hand 
and to obtain the enactment of the law which 
I have quoted above. Public parks are 
needed above everything else for the chil- 
dren of the great cities and constitute an 
indispensable factor in their development 
into useful citizens, sound of body and of 
mind. But it was shown by the reports of 
the government commissioner of works to 
parliament that the grass of the London 
parks became each summer infested to such 
a degree with horrible vermin by the dis- 
gusting tramps who lay sprawling on it 
throughout the entire day and night that it 
was impossible for the youngsters to at- 
tempt to play on the greensward without 
becoming contaminated, materially as well 
as morally, while no woman could attempt 
to cross the grass without her petticoats be- 
coming alive with insects of a character 
which I can only leave to the imagination 
of the readers of THE TRIBUNE. 


Were Closed to All but Scum. 

In fact, the public parks of London, owing 
to the absence of the rules and regulations 
which have been adopted for parks in Amer- 
ica ané on the continent of Europe, had of late 
years been almost completely monopolized by 
the scum of the population, to the exclusion 
of the rhupettable classes, and of those little 
ones for whose sakethese public playgrounds 
and breathing spaces are more especially de- 
vised. Municipalities and governments here 
as well as in Europe have been often severely 
criticised for the severity and the sweeping 
character of the regulations established for 
the government of their public parks, and 
have been repeatedly accused of discrim- 
inating againet the poor in the matter, for 
the benefit of the rich. But the experience 
in connection with the London parks, and the 
measures which have been forced upon the 
English parliament, furnish a striking dem- 
onstration of the fact that rules of the nature 
described above are required, if the parks are 
to fulfil the objects for which they have 
been devised—namely: to serve as a place 
for healthy recreation of the children, and, 
in one word, as the lungs of that portion of 
the population most in need thereof—namely: 
the respectable poor. 

Although Great Britain’s colonies in the 
antipodes accord their allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown, yet there are no states in this 
country where democracy has so strong a 
hold upon the people, who have for the most 
part sprung from the laboring classes. La- 
bor is, indeed, strongly represented in the 
upper houses of their legislatures, and they 
manifest a thoroughly republican dis@ain for 
nobiliary distinctions, a disdaim which is not 
affected but thoroughly sincera, and which 
takes the form of refusing titles and of de- 
spising those Australasians who demean 
themselves by accepting handles to their 
names. Yet at Sydney, at Melbourne, at 
Auckland, and in other big cities of the antip- 
odes the public gardens and parks, main- 
tained by the people, for the people, are 
barred not merely to tramps and@to hoodlums 
but also to people who are unsuitably at- 
tired. That is to say, the workingman must 
doff his working jeans and leave the tools of 
his trade at home. The parks are looked 
upon there ag holiday: and pleasure resorts, 
and it is not regarded as right or fair that 
those who use them as such should be lack- 
ing in proper consideration for their fellow 
citizens and for the common good, 


Hyde Park Gift of Charles I. 


There seems to be a sort of popular im- 
pression that Hyde park, the most important 
and historic of all the parks of the British 
metropolis, was formerly owned by the 
house of Hyde, of which Lord Clarendon is 
the chief representative, and'I read’ the other 
day in a London papér a fantastic story to 
the effect that the park had been given to 
the public by an earl of Clarendon of the 
reign of Queen Anne. Indeed, it was re- 
lated that the present Lord Clarendon pre- 
serves among his most highly prized family 
heirlooms a gold key presented by Queen 
Anne to his ancestor on the occasion of his 
making the gift of the park, and which

The donor of Hyde park to the people, or 
rather, I should say, the personage who gave 
the public the use thereof, was the ill fated 
King Charles I. Until his reign it had been 
@ royal preserve. King Edward VI., and 
subseqnentiy his sister, Queen Elizabeth, 
were wont to go deer hunting in the “‘ Park 
of Hide.” King James I. used it for the 
same purpose, caused many poachers to be 
hung at Hyde park gate for killing the 
royal game, and converted eleven pools fed 
by springs in the park into a sheet of water 
now known as the Serpentine. It was in 
1685 that Charles I. decided to sacrifice his 
own pleasures of the chase to the welfare 
of his people, and, abolishing his game pre- 
serves, threw open Hyde park to the public, 
which cannot be said to have shown itself 
grateful, since it afterwards rose against 
him, and deprived him not only of his throne 
and of his liberty, but also of his head. 

Cromwell closed the park and sold it.for a 
sum of about $100,000. But the purchasers 
made a bad bargain, for the sale was-re-— 
scinded by King Charles II., and ever since. 
then the park has remained open to the pub- | 
lic. It’ was William of Orange who ac- 
quired from Lord Nottingham the domain 
now occupied by Kensington palace, which 
he made his principal residence, and he, as 
well as his sister-in-law, Queen Anne, took 
every opportunity of adding to the acreage of 
the grounds, which now form that part of 
Hyde park known as Kensington gardens. 


“Hyde Park Center of Fashion. 


Ever since the reign of King Charles II. | 


Hyde park has been the center of London life, 
It is there where jubilees were celebrated, 
where famous duels were fought, where 
grand, reviews were heid, where the world 
of fashion had its rendezvous, where royal 


carousals were organized and mimic sea . 


fights took place om. the Serpentine, while 
up in the farther corner, now occupied by 
the Marble arch, was Tyburn, where the 
gallows furnished plenty of entertainment to 
those who enjoyed the spectacle of a fellow 
creature being swung off into eternity.

Origin of European Parks. 

Most of the public parks in Europe are of 
royal origin, having been placed by the 
crown at the disposal of the people, notable 
among them being, of course, the Pois du 
Boulogne at Paris, the Thiergarten at Ber- 
lin, the Prater at Vienna, and the Prado at 
Mardid. The Prado is a creation of King 
Charles Ilv., for the Prater the people of 
Vienna are indebted to ress Maria The- 
resa, and to her son, Empé@ror Joseph I1., 
while as for the Bois du Boulogne, it was 
laid out by Napoleon III., who, on returning 
to France after his long exile in England, 
determined to endow the good city of Paris 
with a park similar to those of the British 
metropolis. It was only, however, in 1858 
that the emperor and his consort together 
drew up the first plans, which were elab- 
orated by the landscape gardener Verre, and 
I have seen one of the earliest of the 
plan, in which the streams a lake that 
now exist were painted in blue 'by the hand 
of the Empress Eugénie herself. 

The lakes of the Bois du Boulogne are en- 
tirely artificial, and the earth which was 
removed from their site has been used to 
construct the so-called Buttes Mortemart. 
The huge rocks that adorn the Bois in such 
a picturesque fashion were all brought down 
the Seine from the forest of Fontainebieu, at 
an enormous cost. Hills were constructed 
here, valleys there, while the rides and. ser- 
pentine avenues form a total length of 160 
kilometers. It is difficult to realize that all 
this arrangement of the Bois is of so recent 
date and of so artificial a character. It 
all séems so natural, so thoroughly hap- 
hazard, and yet everything, down to the 
location of each tree, was carefully pro- 
vided for beforehand, and the whole Bois, 
which only a few decades ago was royal 
preserves, where Charlies X. and King Louis 
Philippe were wont to shoot partridges, hares, 
and pheasants, must be regarded asa perfect 
triumph of landscape gardening on a mam- 
moth scale, and as a lasting monument to 
Napoleon Ill. and Empress Bugénie.

FRENCH DEPUTIES ENGAGE 
IN TWO SLAPPING INCIDENTS. 


Count Castellane, However, Only Tells 
Opponent to Consider the Act Done— 
Other Gives Real Article.

PARIS, July 7.—While the Americans cele- 

brated Independence day this week, the Pa- 
risians celebrated La Journée des Giftes day 
of slapped faces. Comte Boni de Castellane 
and Marquis Maurice Lannes de Montebello 
were the slappees. P. Gnier'and Larquler 
were the slapped. In the Gnier case, how- 
ever, Gnier was informed that he could con- 
sider himself slapped. 

Comte Boni’s election to the chamber of 
deputies was declared invalid and Regnier, 
deputy for La Palasse, spoke against Castel- 
lanein the chamber and proposed the invali- 
dation. After the sitting, the count met Re- 
gnier in the lobbies of the Palais Bourbon and 
upbraided him for his attitude towards him 
and added: ‘I do not wish to cause a scan- 
dal in this place, but you may consider your 
face slapped."’ He then withdrew, after giv- 
ing Regnier his card. 

The Presse publishes the report of an inter- 
view with Comte Boni, who esaid: ** For 
weeks I have borne in silence the infamous 
insults heaped upon me by my assailants, 
but my patience now is atan end. I did not 
care to set myself up as a victiminthe midst 
of family difficulties, but the insolence of Re- 
gnier drove me to resort to extreme meas- 
ures,”’ 

Paris etill awaits the outcome with regard 
to the second incident. It should be explained 
that the marquis de Montebello unsuccess- 
fully contested for a seat in the department 
of the Charente Inferleure at the last elec- 
tions, Larquier securing a majority of votes 
against him. 

Larquier was walking in the Boulevard 
Sairit Germain on his way to the chamber of 
députies recently, not noticing an auto- 
mobile following him. Suddenly the automo- 
bile stopped and De Montebello alighted. He 
walked rapidly towards the deputy and en- 
gaged in a heated discussion with him, ending 
by saying: “ You area thief an an assassin,’’ 
and striking hima heavy blow in the face. 

The police then made their appearance and 
escorted the marquis and the deputy to the 
police station, where the latter lodged a com- 
plaint for assault and battery. 


7 YEARS FOR LESE MAJESTY. 


Servian Who Reflected on King Peter 
Given Extreme and Others 
Lesser Penalties. 


BELGRADE, July. 7.—Three remarkable 
cases of lese majesty have occurred in Servia 
within a short period. One man, who had 
stated that King Peter “‘ did not seem fit for 
much,” was sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment; another, who asserted that the 
king would always be looked upon as a 
stranger, was given five years; and a third, 
who said that his majesty was of less value 
than his surroundings, was sent to prison for 
four | years.

The annual harvest of death from 
drowning is now being reaped, the dis- 
tressing tidings coming from al t every 
summer resort of the daily losses. The 
wonder is ‘that more people are not 
drowned, everything considered, but that 
thought does not assuage the grief of those 
whose homes are afflicted. There are spe- 
cial circumstances at times which make 
it probable that death could not have been 
prevented, but in the large majority of 
cases the lack of ability to swim has been 
the determining factor. 

So far as opportunities to learn how. to 
swim are concerned, they are many nowa- 
days. Any young man of good character 
can join such an organization as the Y. 
M. ©. A., in whose activities the, gymnasi- 
ux> plays a prominent part, the swimming 
tank being one of the most popular fea- 
tures of the exercise provided, Instruc- 
tion in a variety of water exercises is 
offered by trained teachers and the work 
done has the double advantage of giving 
one of the best forms of physical training 
and also of preparing. the individual for 
possible emergencies in which the knowl- 
edge may be valuablé for saving life. 

If the landsman ought to know how to 
swim for the exceptional occasion when 
he may be put in danger of losing his life, 
the young man who has any notion what- 
ever of Bervice on the water ought to get 
thie knowledge as a prime requisite for 
such experience. The unfortunate affair 
which has brought the Chicago naval re- 
serves into the limelight illustrates this 
point most forcibly. The reserves in the

proper. They make a sort of school for 
possible war time.. They must have their 
practice in everything relating to seaman- 
ship.

A DUNGEON CELL. 

Police justices are properly ecandalized 
at the treatment of boys under arrest. 
Steps have been taken to prevent their in- 
carceration in the filthy cells found at 
almost all the police stations in the city. 
There is no reason why the reform should 
stop there. A cell without sunlight, with 


scanty ventilation, swarming with vermin, | 


is no more fit for a man to occupy than for 
a boy. 

The treatment of convicted prisoners in 
the state prisons and other places of de- 
tention for criminals has been the object 
of philanthropic investigation and inter- 
vention for more than a century. Yet 
these prisoners have all been tried before 
judges believed to be honest and capable, 
and also, whenever the privilege has not 
been waived by the prisoner, before an 
impartial jury. Having been found guilty 
they are being punished, and ill treatment of 
them has been defended on the ground 
that, the worse the life in prison the 
greater its deterrent effect upon those not 
yet guilty but subject to temptation. But 
the person locked up in a police station 
He may be accused, 
but not convicted. He may be held for 
examination or to await further examina- 
tion. He may be held as a witness if 
not a resident of the city. It has hap- 
pened more than once that a person taken 
suddenly@sick or suffering from violence 
is taken to the station and locked up as a 
“plain drunk.” If men convicted of the 
most inhuman crimes have their suscepti- 
bilities respected in prison and are allowed 
air, light, cleanliness, and a certain 


amount of privacy, it is unreasonable that | 


the unconvicted should be placed in fol, 
dark, dirty, crowded, noisy dungeons. 

The equality of all before the law is not 
found at the police stations. The man 
with money can, In most cases, secure 
bail. Professional bondsmen are always 
found at the police stations. They are 
tolerated, they are encouraged. It is even 
charged that raids have been organized in 
order that the police may profit by their 
share of the fees of the professional] bonds- 
men. These men are ready to go on the 
bond of any one who will pay a fee. 
Many an innocent man will pay one of 
these leeches rather than wait for some 
friend to come and free him from the 
loathsome surroundings of the police sta- 
tion. When the bonds are forfeited action 
is rarely taken to recover from these pro- 
fessionals. Often men of no tangible 
property thave a little piece of real estate 
which is accepted as security in a number 
of different cases, so that it assumes a 
value hundreds of times its real value. A 
man offering land to a bank as security 
for a loan cannot mortgage the same piece 
a hundred times simultaneously. But for 
purposes of the police court it fs sufficient 
for him to go on a hundred bonds. This 
he will do, for a consideration. The man 
who has no money to pay for a: bond is 
locked up. 

Police stations need not be Inxnurions. 
They shonld be decent. It is right to pro- 
tect the boys. Men also should be pro- 
tected. To treat a man found guilty of 
no ¢rime worse than a convicted crimina! 
is illogical. Unless the man is, indeed, 
hardened he will suffer more from repul- 
sive surroundings than the boy who is 
either too dazed to notice or too Interested 
to suffer. Add to this the fact that any 
man with a few dollars can escape con- 
finement, unless unconscions, the situation 
already intolerable becomes outrageous.

The wonder of Jesus is not in the deeds he 
did, but in the being he was. And the won- 
der of his being is not in that it offers ele- 
ments for arguments as to a divine personal- 
ity, but it is that of a simple, clear, sublime- 
ly perfect manhood. It is upon this perfee- 
tion of personal character that his abi 
claim to divinity must rest; it depends 
on his birth but on his being. 

There is something strange about the nels 
versity with which “ine church has empha- 
siged the least attractive aspects of its mas- 
ter’s person. The preachers have scolded 
men for not coming to church, and when they 
did come they offered them pictures of an 
emaciated, effeminate being for their adora- 
tion. With them the painters have con- 
spired to set on rot and in church win- 
dow representations from the reality of 
which we would turn with or on 
which we would Frew og with pity. 

If Jesus is to be the leader of men he must 
go before them. He must stand in the front, 
not set there by artificial arguments as to his 
right to rule over men, but there because he 
belongs there, first because he is first ip 
all that makes manhood; he is king because 
he can, and because he bas, overcome in 
life’s great conflict. 

If he is to show us the way we should go 
he must walk in that way; he must be flesh 
of our flesh, true man, knowing the full fel- 
lowship of our lives. If he was born witha 
halo; if he lived on angel's fare; if somehow 
he belongs to another world ané his perfec- 
tions are not those of our nature, then, al- 
mighty as he may be asa leader for beings of 
another world, he has no value to us, 

But men have ever set aside the weavi 

of minds so absorbed in the wonder of their 
speculations that they could not. see the 
truth. They have seen through the dream- 
ings of poets, painters, and preachers, who 
pictured anly their sickly ideals. . And, in- 
stead of their caricatures, men have held in 
their hearts a man, one of their own. And 
this true fellow, brother and friend, has 
spurred them to noble deeds and lofty liv- 
ing. 
Perfection is seen in strength, not in weak- 
ness, in virility and not in tears, in majesty. 
, the majesty truly of meekness, but not of a 
“maudlin, mooning etherealism. The revela- 
tion of the perfect man cannot come in ae 
form that a child will pity; it will be ad- 
mirable from all pointe of view. It is the 
heroic rather than the esthetic we must ad 
mire. 

The men who followed that one long ago did 
so not because they had heard arguments 
as to his divine claims, but because they 
were drawn by the heavenly power of his 
manhood. This it is that wins men ever, the 
magnetism of manhood. The force of a 
great life is mightier than eny of the things 
it does. ‘There is about this leader, Jesus. 
that which compels us to greatness, spurs us 
to etrife for our better selves, etrenethene 
to sacrifice and to service for our fellows. 

It matters little whence a Hfe like this hes 
come; the greater question is where does 
itlead us. Childish minds spend time on the 
genealogical trees cf the giants; the wise 
men follow them. The value of the life of the 
great teacher does not depend on cur abil- 
ity to comprehend ft biologically or arrang: 
it chronologically, but on our vision of itr 
moral and manly perfections and on the 
power there attributes have over our lives. 

This world will be little helped by the mos 
irrefutable syNogism concerning the peculiar 
nature and separate exclusive divinity cf its 
great religious teacher.

JESU. DULCE MEMORIA, 
BY BERNARD OF CLAIRVAUX. 


[This was one of the hymns of the second cru- 
sade; its fifty Latin stanzas were sung by the 
knights of the cross as they guardéd the holy 
sepuicher. Bernard (Fontaines, Burgundy, 1001— 
Clairvaux, Aug. 20, 1153) was the author of a num- 
ber of the hymns which In their modern dress are 
amongst the most popular today. He wae the 
abbot of Clairvaux from 1115 to the time of his 
death, leading an active life and exerting a pro- 
found influence on Europegn politice. Many trans- 
lations of his hymns are current, but the oné most 
generally accepted is that given below, which first 
appeared in ‘‘ Lyra Catholica ’’ in 1849. It is the 
work of the Rev. Edward Caswall, an English 
clergyman, who became the friend and adherent 
of Cardinal Newman.)

‘Government ownership in the United States 
inevitably would result in the same state of things. The courts 
would protect the government as they now protect city corporations. 
The city of Chicago thus enjoys practical immunity for accidents 
consequent on carelessness of street officials. Under snow and ‘ce 
decisions it is immune from the consequences of nonremoval of aczi- 
dent causes which would be adjudged willful and wanton negligence 


in other corporations. Juries so practically are packed in favor cf

carelessness. The claim agent’s duty here Is so to settle as to avoid 
at once expense and encouragement of litigation. Juries sometimes, 
although more rarely than is claimed, mulet corporations for injuries 
due to the plaintiff's carelessness. While Appellate and Supreme courts 
cure much damages, still appeals come high. An error of the claim 
agent as to liability often is costly. ‘ 

A man thrown from his wagon by collision with a street car 
fractured his skull. A square inch of forehead had to be removed. 
Several weeks’ iliness and permanent nervous disorder resulted. Re- 
lying on the emphatic statements of the motorman and conductor the 
The experienced accident law- 
yer retained by the plaintiff had the statements of every witness of 
the accident taken in shorthand and signed by their makers. He 
offered to settle for $1,500. The corporation insisted on trial. The 
jury awarded $7,500, which verdict the Appellate court affirmed, 
whereupon the company paid $6,750 to avoid further litigation ex- 
penses. . 

The claim agent, unfortunately, has a surgical tendency to ignore 
nervous injuries—the most serious consequences of accident. In jas- 
tice it will be remembered, however, that nervous injuries are of two 
types. One merely is the mental impression produced by the acci- 
dent and the unfavorable environment which results from popular 
belief in the seriousness of railroad accidents. This class of cass, 
unless unfavorably influenced by a protracted litigation, often recov- 
ers so rapidly after judgment that they are said to have been cured 
by a greenback plaster. In the other type of cases the constitution 
is so shocked that a soi] for chronic nervous disease, insanity, diabetes, 
and kidney disease frequently results. In the first type of cases remoce 
consequences justly can be ignored. The second class of cases demon- 
strates the rank injustice of recent acts limiting time of bringing suit 
against the city. The difficulties of a conscientious claim agent caa- 
not well be overestimated. He is not justified, however, in denounce 
ing reputable attorneys as “ambulance chasers,” nor in paying fam- 
ily physicians to spy on injured patients, nor in fixing juries. His

Her hus- 
band sees her less frequently as he becomes engrossed more and more 
in money making, and his children grow from babyhood to maturity 
without his guidance, and almost without his acquaintance, So, day 
by day, the two drift farther apart, each with diverse plans and inter 
ests, until at length, while ostensibly husband and wife, they are 
divorced as hopelessly, in sentiment and affection, as if all the courts 
of christendom had decreed a separation. | ;

Furthermore, 
hospital staffs and state boards of health not rarely are packed with 
corporation adherents and state boards of charity with “ embalmed ” 
beef advocates. The ambulance chasing lawyer cannot catch up with 
the railroad in its packing of medical evidence. At one time the prac- 
tice was universal among corporations of excluding from the witneas 
stand medical witnesses who hel certain views as to results of fa- 
juries. Conscientious men holding these views could not take the stand 
for a corporation. The conception of the expert in the minds of the 
corporation was that of a hired swearer, to support not the view as ‘o 
a particular case but certain alleged scientific principles laid down 
for him by nonmedica! special pleaders. 

That this type of special pleaders stil! exists singularly is evi- 
dent In a recent address before the New York and New Biu.g'snd Asso- 
ciation of Railway Surgeons by W. C. Wilson, chief claims attormey 
of the Delaware and Lackawanna railroad. “I have been,” he re 
marks, “sometimes astonished and disgusted to hear a medical wit- 
ness under cross examination practically admit the possibility of the 
eorrectness of the far fetched conclusions of the plaintiff, when ‘n 
conversation before trial he had been uncompromising in his denuncila- 
tion of the case as a fraud, or at least largely so. The lawyer knows 
as he sits at the trial table that any admission he makes to the other 
side presents the danger of weakening his own case, and likewise the 
medical witnesses should understand thoroughly that concessions wo 
mere abstract scientific possibilities are dangerous and really are un- 
fair to their clients.”

The personal injury problem is not, as usually is assumed, pevu- 
liar to the railroad age.

This charge was soberly made 
against railroads before the New York Society of Medica] Jurispra- 
dence in 1884 anent the Ashtabula disaster. The charge arose largely 
from the limitation of death losses by statute. This, clearly a matter 
of evidence’ for the jury, not a subject of legislation, has been the 
source of considerable lobbying in legislatures. An attempt to leave 
the matter to the jury in [llinois resulted in a statutory limitation uf 
$10,000, an increase of $5,000 over the previous limit. 

The injustice of this limitation is shown in the jury findings in a 


corporation that more than offset an alleged bias of jurors, which is 
much less frequent than usually is believed. Bi 
These difficulties are increased by the presence on the bench of 
judges who legislate rather than decide judicially. One judge, not

It requires no statistics In confirmation that the proportion of 
employers to the employed is less today than ever it has been iv 
modern times. Great organizations of capital are putting more and 
more men every year into the ranks of employés, But in even the 
neighborhood groceries and markets of the cities it is marked that 
where twenty-five years ago there might have been three stores in the 
block, with three proprietors, three delivery wagons, and six employés, 
the tendency now is for a single proprietor, with six wagons and tweive 
employés. 

I know of one marked illustration of not only the tendency to 
centralizing the grocer’s business but of proof that men who are in- 
competent of management of their own weekly salaries are nursiug 
dreams of the impossible in business. 

Seven or eight years ago an ambitions young fellow opened a 
grocery and market In Hyde Park in Chicago.

The lesson of this little story is that the employer of men fs not 
one to be elected by himself out of hand.

BUILDING HALTED BY SUMMER.

In analyzing this table, Construction News 
said: 

“Only six cities show decreases, but the 
percentage is not large inanyinstance. The 
most significant feature of the decreases is 
that they are confined to the larger cities, 
Philadelphia leading with a loss of 23 per 
cent, Chicago next with 14 per cent, New 
York City, 4; Washington, 16; St. Paul, 39;

A SUMMER WIDOWER'’S 
RAMBLINGS IN CHICAGO. 
By Roswell Field. 
Begins in The Tribune 
on Monday. 
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Fine Weather in Growing and Har- 
vesting Regions and Weaker For- 
eign Markets Among Bearish Infiu- 
ences—-Further Export Sales Re- 
ported—Lighter Receipte of Corn 
Expected This Week—Oats Under 
Pressure—Hog Products Advance. 


Operations in the wheat market yesterday 
wefe marked by a further depression of 
values. The air was full of bearish influ- 
ences, but the heaviest load on the bulls’ 
shoulders was enormous acceptances of bids 
for new wheat sent into the country. From 
all sources where the grain is ready for 
marketing the offerings came in a deluge. 
There were occasional attempts to stem the 
tide downward, but the support crumbled like 
tissue wafers. Final prices, which were 
practically the session’s bottom, showed de- 
clines of %c for July, %@%c for September, 
%@\%c for December, and %c for May. 
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Liverpool and the other leading foreign 
markets fully responded to the weakness 
here the day before, the English mart de- 
clining 4@%c for the futures. Besides the 
lower cables, ideal weather in both spring 
and winter territories, large Indian and Aus- 
tralian shipments, and a lower Minneapolis 
curp were depressing influences at the start. 
Conditions surrounding the spring wheat 
crop were reported to be most favorable, and 
general dryness west and southwest facill- 
tated harvesting operations. The shipments 
from India for the week aggregated 2,464,000 
bu, compared to 1,232,000 bu the previous 
week ,and 1,968,000 bu the corresponding 
period in 1905. Australian exports were 608,- 
000 bu, against 352,000 bu the week before 
and 440,000 bu a year ago. Broomhal! esti- 
mated the week’s world’s shipments at 9,600,- 
000 bu, compared to actual exports of 9,024,- 
000 bu the week before and 10,480,000 ba the 
similar week last year, and looked for a mod- 
erate decrease in the supplies on ocean pas- 


sage. 


Purchases Total 1,000,000 Bushels. 


It was conservatively estimated that fully 
1,000,000 bu of wheat was taken at the re- 
duced bids sent out the night before. With- 
in three days the amount sold to the market 
has aggregated more than 2,500,000 bu, and 
indications yesterday were that the run of the 
new grain would continue heavy. 

In the face of the weakness abroad, which 
was attributed largely to the heavier Austra- 
lian and Indian shipments, fair sales of 
American wheat for export were reported 
by Duluth, Baltimore, and Kansas City. 
Some of the Kansas millers also reported 
moderate sales of flour to foreigners. Al- 
though the day’s acceptances of bids in the 
country were heavy, many of the south- 
western farmers were said to be dissatisfied 
with the prices offered, and in some instances 
the grain was hauled back to the farms. 
Eastern flourmakers were fair buyers of 
wheat at Duluth. There were a few reporte 
of rust in the northwest, but the trade paid 
but little attention to them. 

The day’s arrivals at Duluth and Min- 
neapolis were 220 cars, against 246 cars the 
week before, and 124 cars the corresponding 
day last year. It was estimated that more 
than 100 cars would show on the Kansas City 
Monday inspection sheet, compared to re- 
ceipts of only 20 cars the same day in 1905. 
Total primary arrivals for the week, five 
business days, were 2,110,000 bu, compared 
to 1,957,000 bu for the corresponding five days 
last year. Final prices were 78%c for July, 
78% @7T8%c for September, 80@80%e for De- 
cember, and 82%@83c for May. 


Lighter Corn Receipts Expected. 


The expectation of a light run to market 
this week and continuéd light acceptances 
of bids sent into the country served as bol- 
stering influences in a quiet, featureless corn 
market The opening was weak, but short 
covering soon lifted the market to a slight 
advance over the previous close. Owing to 
the pressure of long grain, the gain was not 
fully held, the more distant options showing 
weakest. Final prices were 51%c for July, 
1-16¢c higher; 51%c for September, %c lower; 
49\%c for December and May, 1-l6c lower for 
each. 

Local receipts were 259 cars, of which 94 
graded contract, against an estimate of 207 
cars. Notwithstanding the expectation of 
a lighter run this week, the estimate for to- 
morrow was 589 cars, in excess of the esti- 
mate for last Monday. The week’s primary 
receipts were 3,838,000 bu, compared to 
4,450,000 bu for the corresponding five busi- 
ness days in 1905. The week's arrivals here 
were about 1,150,000 bu in excess of the ship- 
ments. Weather and crop conditions were 
highly favorable, and Liverpool was %@%4d 
lower. Cash corn was about steady and in 
only moderate demand. In view of the weak- 
ness in wheat, the market held fairly strong. 


Oats Are Pressed. 


Oats were under ihe pressure of heavy and 
quite general selling. Prices were weak all 
Gay, closing {ec lower for July, %4@%c lower 
for September, 4@%c weaker for December, 
and %@%c off for May. Covering by scat- 
tered shorts gave the market some strength 
early. Fine crop weather, a poor shipping 
demand, and reported liberal acceptances of 
bids for the new grain for ninety day ship- 
ment were factors which weighed on the mar- 
ket. The weakness in wheat also had a de- 
pressing influence. Local receipts for the 
week were 1,448,000 bu, shipments aggregat- 
ing 882,000 bu. The day's arrivals were 86 
cars, slightly under the estimate. Tomor- 
row’s receipts were estimated at 213 cars, 
Seaboard clearances were only 200 bu. 


Hog Products Are Firmer. 


Short covering was largely responsible for 
a sharply higher provision market early. Top 
values, however, were not held long, pack- 
ers selling freely enough to cause a reces- 
sion. The close witnessed gains of 10@12%c 
for the active pork options, 24%@5c for lard, 
and 24%@12%c for ribs. Some of the early 
sellers were reported to have bought back 
later in the session. Local hog receipts were 
11,000, and the market at the yards showed 
strength. The day's hog arrivals at the lead- 
ing western points aggregated’36,000, com- 
pared to 49,000 the Saturday, before, and 
31,500 the corresponding Gay last year. Ship- 
ments of meats and lard from Chicago were 
1,777,000 lbs and 1,225,000 Ibs respectively. 


Rye Rules Easier. 

Rye ruled a shadeeasier. No. 2 was quoted

at 60c, and September was 60c bid. 

Barley was weak in sympathy with oats, 
touching a new low mark on this movement.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

It was reported on the exchange floor yes- 
terday that owners of public elevators and 
big shippers have been receiving allowances 
of \%e per bu on grain shipped out of these 
houses, the money coming from the rail- 
roads.

Baltimore reported a 
number of scattered lots of wheat sold for 
export. Knight-McDougall had a New York 
wire which said: “ Sales of No. 2 hard wheat, 
new, yesterday lost half August shipment, f. 
0. b. Galveston, T0%c; today, first half August 
shipment, 79\%c; last half, 79c. No demand 
for soft wheat, and offerings of hard wheat 
limited."’ There was a poor shipping demand 
for both corm and oats here, and sales of 
both were small—20,000 bu corn and 15,000 
bu oats. Acceptances of corn were light, 
while there were free offerings of oats from 
nearly all sections.’ Prices were unchanged 
for corn and 4@%<¢c lower for oats. 

“All conditions are favorable, and an early 
and bountiful harvest is promised,” is a 
brief summary of the crop bulletin issued by 
the Canadian Northern railway this week. 
“The wheat ie heading out in all parts of 
the country, and in a couple of localities it 
is expected harvesting will begin this month. 
There has been an abundance of rain, but 
not too much, excepting, perhaps, on low 
land. The present hot weather is what the 
crop needs now, after the rain.” 

World’s wheat shipments last week were 


’ estimated at 9,600,000 bu, against actual ship- 


ments of 9,024,000 bu the previous week and 
10,480,000 bu last year. Official Australian 
shipments for the week were 608,000 bu, com- 
pared to 852,000 bu the preceding week and 
440.000 bu last year. Indian shipments were 
2 464,000 bu, compared to 1,232,000 bu last 
week and 1,968,000 bu In the same week of 
1905. 

Closing prices for wheat in foreign markets 
were: Liverpool, 4@%d lower; Antwerp, %c 
lower to %c higher; Paris, 4@1c lower; Ber- 
lin, %se lower; Budapest, %c higher. 

Receipts of hogs at the principal western 
packing centers last week were 360,000, 
against 423,000 the previous week and $41,000 
a year ago. 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and Du- 

luth last week were 1,470 cars, against 1,301 
cars the preceding week and 906 cars a year 
ago. 
O'Brien, Lake, O'Leary, Bartlett-Frazier- 
Carrington, Logan-Bryan, Peavey, and Mar- 
field-Griffith were ranged on the buying side 
of wheat most of the day. Brosseau, Kids- 
ton sold moderately, and there was heavy 
selling by Armour and other cash houses 
against country acceptances. In corn Wrenn, 
Love, Gifford, Sickel-Roberts, and Comstock 
were the leading buyers, with Lake, Crigh- 
ton, Updike, and Ware-Leland the best sellers. 
Commission houses sold oats at the opening. 
Rartlett and Northern Grain were fair buy- 
ers. Packers were sellers of lard and ribs. 

E. G. Heeman on wheat: ‘“ Most of the big 
long lMnes carried have been sold out, and 
from a pit standpoint the market is now in 
splendid position to respond to bull news of 
any description. Therefore, it isin order to 
anticipate the next bull incentive. During 
the next thirty days all eyes will be turned 
towards the northwest, and the first sign of 
@amage to the growing spring wheat will 
start a quick advance. Conditions there have 
been unfavorable, entirely too much rain, and 
without perfect weather henceforth black 
rust is almost certain todevelop. Regarding 
this, however, as only a possibility, andeven 
conceding there will be grown this year an 
average crop of spring wheat, it strikes me 
that the probable profit on the short side of 
wheat around or under 80c a bu is limited 
indeed. A large crop does not necessarily 
mean a low price, as has been demonstrated 
in-cern and oats, and wheat at 80c a bu or 
about is today, relatively speaking, the 
cheapest of all foodstuffs, and from a prob- 
able supply and demand standpoint about on 
a parity with 70c some years ago.”’ 

Deliveries on July contracts were 55,000 bu 
wheat, delivered by Bartlett and taken in by 
Pringle-Fitch-Rankin. 

B. W. Snow wired from Casselton, N. D.:

Telephonic Tidal Waves Ebb and Flow 


NTER any telephone ‘station of Chicago 
at 10 minutes to 9 in the morning and 
a number of the tall operators’ stools 
will be vacant. Nine o'clock strikes and 
an equal number of operators move to 
them in readiness for the opening “big 
swell” of eager conversation that daily 
flows about Chicago. Telephone traffic 

strongly resembles the play of the ocean in this par- 
ticular. All day and nearly all night the steady sweep 

of conversing voices keeps the wires busy; but there 
are high and low tide seasons that may be calculated 
and expected almost to the moment. Twice a day in 
the business and three times in the residential districts 
does the high tide period begin. 

Barly in the morning Chicago people begin to talk 
to each other over the telephone. Thrifty housewives 

-ahticipate the “rush market hour” by ordering the 
day’s supp.ies before breakfast; business men make 

appointments before leaving their homes; doctors, 

teachers, dressmakers, all sorts of professional and 

trades people call and are called between 6 and 8 a. m. 
But it is at 9 o’clock that the first “tidal wave” begins 
all over the city, and from 9 to 11 every day telephone 
operator in Chicago is busy. Then comes a lull, all 
over, that lasts until 2 o'clock. During this period only 
the ordinary, continual flow of business is in progress. 
At 2 o'clock the extra operators who have been occu- 
pied with relief work, lunching, or otherwise freed 
from duty since 11, again take their places, and don 
their business receivers, for now comes the second 
high tide of residential telephone traffic. 


- 
' Know How Many Operators Are Needed. 


From 5 o'clock to 6:30 business traffic knows a 
second brief high tide also. From 7 to 8 in the even- 
ing the residence districts throb and pulsate with per- 
haps the busiest interval of all the twenty-four hours. 
Later—much later, when the rush is long over and 
many of the residence districts mainly are dark and 
quiet, breaks the final brief and moderate high tide. 

For all these rushing periods the telephone au- 
thorities and operators prepare automatically and 
without question. The work, the flow of telephone 
talk may vary a little from day to day, may be a little 
heatier about Christmas and a little lighter than usual 
in the hot weather; but it remains sufficiently full and 
regular at the indicated periods to enable those in 
charge of the exchanges to know exactly how many 
operators will be needed, the year around, at a given 
hour. The explanation of this rhythmic ebb and flow 
of Chicago conversation, after all, is simple and clear. 

At 9 o'clock in the morning the ordinary business 
or professional man has reached his office, looked over 
the morning mail, and is in readiness for the day’s spe- 
eial plans and operations: The telephone, naturally, is 
called into frequent use until the work of the day has 
been set in progressive motion. By 11 o'clock this 
feat generally has been accomplished. Both Ccowntown 


, and residence telephones of course are much used all 


mouthpiece and receiver.

At 9 o’clock, also, the housekeeper, breakfast well 
over, the Kitchen and pantry visited, the children 
started off to school or the morning's amusement, sits 
down at the telephone to do business with the gro- 
cery, the meat market, the downtown shopping center, 
the doctor, the dressmaker, fellow clubwomen or phil- 
anthropic workers, the friends with whom she desires 
to converse. By 11° o'clock, again, these matters more 
or less successfully have been concluded. The busy 
housewife and the leisurely hotel resident or boarder 
are ready to leave the phone for the day’s more seri- 
ous work or play. 

Between 12 and 1 o'clock a tiny tide rises again in the 
city’s center, when the countless employés who snatch 
time from the luncheon haur to send social or personal 
messages over the office telephones are busy with 
Many theater and outing en- 
gagements, many chats with the home people, not a 
few more tender conversations are carried on at this 
time. But the telephone operators take small note of 
the minor noon tide, save to mark it as a regularly 
appearing feature of the day’s business, because, the 
normal downtown telephone pulse being low at this 
season, the “ midday socials” scarcely are felt in the 
exchanges. It never is necessary to put on extra oper- 
ators for their sake. 

From 2 o’clock until 3 the residence districts again 
are more than busy. This is the time of all times when 
housekeepers and home women talk to each other, to 
the physicians whose downtown office hours are in full 
progress, to the shops, to all sorts and conditions of 
establishments and people. Luncheon is over, dressing 
for the afternoon has been finished, there is time for 
social chadter and relaxation. By 3 o’clock this wave, 
which rises surprisingly high in the diagrammatic 
curves that indicate the regular flow of telephonic con- 
versation to those in authority, also has subsided into 
the steady all-the-time talking that practically knows

The evening wave in the business district begins 
almost to the minute at 5 o’clock, when busy, belated 
workers realize that the working day almost is over, 
with.» much business still requiring attention, with to- 
morrow’s plans frequently waiting for arrangement. 
Not until half past 5 closes a large majority of Chicago 
offices and places of business does this rushing tide 
of hunried conversation or, rather, sharp ‘talk, come 
to an end. And with it, although business phones are 
used, of course, more or less‘all evening, practically 
closes the downtown work of the day. 

The dinner season brings a lull in all telephone 
departments, in all quarters of the city. But promptly 
at 7 o'clock comes the fullest residence tide of all and

At 8 o'clock, almost to the minute, the wave sinks 
back into the ordinary more moderate condition and 
pressure, while the relieved and weary operators called 
into special use to meet it climb down from the tall 
stools. 

Newspapers, hospitals, doctors, police stations—all 
these receive many calls late in the evening, but the 
“ante-midnight wave” of Chicago telephone talk is 
not composed of such prosaic conversational topics as 
are discussed under coldly non-sentimental auspices.

Tender Messages Pulse Over the Wires. 


This is the hour when tender lovers, fairly secure 
from curious listeners on other party lines, eager to 
talk freely and undisturbed, call up each other with 
no thought of business or even impersonal chatter. 
In many cases, no doubt, these devoted comrades wait 
until other members of the family conveniently are 
asleep or removed safely from the vicinity of the tel- 
ephone, until it is possible to exchange sweet noth- 
ings without a grinning or unsympathetic audience. 
Telephone operators are too busy and well inured to 
all manner of talk to take interest in the thoughts 
and words that fly over the wires, but they cannot help 
noting in many cases that the same absorbed individ- 
uals discuss the same absorbing subject regularly 
every night of their lives. 

Quarrels, too, both between men and women and 
between fellow members of the same sex, frequently 
are made up as the time nears midnight. It may be 
that this hour especially is conducive to quiet thought, 
to geniality, to a gentle spirit; that when the house 
and the world is quiet, the cares and toil and haste 
of the day over. thoughts of love and forgiveness 
more easily are entertained by softened humans. It 
may be that this hour is chosen, like that of the lovers’ 
nocturnal communion, because few listeners or inter- 
ruptions now need be feared. At all events the “men 
and women season ’’—as certain ready tongued opera- 
tors have been known to entitle this period—is marked 
by many a melting mood, many a mended heartache, 
many a healed estrangement, and is all but universally 
sacred,to the grief and consolation of mourners, the 
hushed, dear thimgs of the soul and spirit. This fact 
is as well known to.those who have made a study of 
the regular and recurrent telephone traffic of Chicago 
as the fact that the morning wave means business 
and household matters, the afternoon wave social rec- 
reation, and the’ “theater wave” plans for the even- 
ing’s wood time.

THBATBR of labor. promoted by labor 
leaders, to be controlled by a board of 
labor delegates, at which labor plays will 
be given for the entertainment and in- 
struction of laboring men and their fam!}- 
lies, has been organized in New York and 
meets with enthusiastic support on the 
part of labor unions. The theater of labor 
now is an actuality, and will epen its doors in the Berke- 
ley lyceum In the early autumn of thie year with bhe 
production of a famous labor drama, the name of which 
not yet is announced. 

This new theater o labor is supposed to be a feature 
af the Progressive Stage society, composed of an ardent 
band of sociailsts under the leadership of Julius Hopp. 
whose chief aim in the organization of this society is 
the teaching of the principles of socialiem or the stage. 
The original idea of the founding of a labor theater be- 
longs to Mr. Hopp, but the theater itself has passed 
unmder the supervision of certain labor unions, though 
Hopp is retained as its manager.

Labor Delegates Will Have Full Control. 


It ie a labor union project. Delegates have been 
elected by a number of unions, who constitute a board 
of supervision, whose purpose it is to confer with the 
Progressive Stage society for the presentment of dramas 
especially euited to the taste as well as the moral and 
social uplifting of the working man.

Should it proye to be the success hoped for, its in- 
fluence will extent to other large cities, and a chain of 
theaters throughout the country will be secured, con- 
trolled absolutely by labor unions. Plays which prove to 
be a success in New York will be sent on tour. The 
world has never known a more significant stage move- 
‘Ment than this and should it find the support antici- 
pated it not only will assist in the betterment of the 
condition of the poor’ but will tend to lift the drama 
itself out of the slough of commercialism.

This was when 
he ‘was 19, and at the end of the year the 
debt was paid. Senator Beveridge entered 
De Pauw university with $50 which he had 
borrowed from Edward Anderson. He eked 
this out by becoming steward of the college 
club, getting himself through the first year 
and by the second he had begun to pay his 
way in scholarships -and prizes. Henry 
Phipps borrowed the quarter with which he 
put an advertisement in the paper which 
brought him his first lucrative job. 

When Reter Collier left school, after having 
put himself through, he had just $85. This 
he borrowed from Bishop Byrne of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. He had a letter toa priest, and 
with the letter and the $35 he went into the 
book business, _ Everything he touched 
turned to money. 

He was the first man to sell books by sub- 
scription or on the Installment plan. It was 
his own idea, with the definite purpose of 
whieh he borrowed the money, and it was 
not long before it was taken up all over the 
world. He made his first great strike with 
“ Father Burke's Lectures,’’ making $90,000 
on the book and laying the foundation for his 
success in the publishing line. Father Burke 
was a brilliant Dominican scholar, and about 
that time—1872—there was a great religious 
controversy between Father Burke and 
James Anthony Froude, who was a bitter 
anti-Catholic historian. He J ealized. that 
Father Burke’s lectures in book form would 
be @ great seller, andso they were. He made 
$700,000 on Dickens and nearly as much on 
Shakspeare, and he used the same plan later

WhyGermanGoodsAreLow 


By Andrew Ulrich. 


MERICANS often wonder how it ils 
that Germany can pay duties and seli 
things so cheap in the United States. 
A visit to the Heimarbeitausstellung— 
the Homeworkers’ exposition recently 

opened in Unter den Linden—explains the 
question. 

At some kinds of work aman, his wife and 
five children, working ten to sixteen hours a 
day, can average 80 cents a day wages. In 
many classes of work the pay is from half a 
cent to one cent an hour, according to the 
skill of the worker. The beautiful toys that 
the Germans send to America at Christmas 
time are made by men and women who do 
not average % cent an hour. The beautiful 
feather Easter novelties, the paper novelties, 
are made by the same deft hands that toil 
for a price that would be scorned by an 
American newsboy for ten minutes’ work. 


. * 

Seven Workers Aggregate 45c a Day. 

These figures, posted in the Heimarbeltaus- 
stellung, apply only to adults; the children 
cannot earn nearly as largesums. One fam- 
lly of seven earns 45 cents a day, another, 
with eight wembers, aggregates 82 cents. 

In Thuringia the workmen making toy ani- 
mals for 92 pieces receive about 1 cent an 
hour. For @ wooden soldiers, on which an 
adult and three children work 30 hours, 27% 
cents Is paid; colored masks bring % cent en 
hour, and 2% cents an hour is the wage for 
the whole family. The makers of Goll parte 
are not better off. 

No better wages are paid for musical in- 
struments. At Kiingenthal, in the Saxon 
Vogtland, harmonicas are made. Only a 
small part of this work is done in the fao- 
tories, and most of it is made by the heimar- 
beiter. The different parte of the harmonicas 
are put together in the homes. The materia! 
which the harmonica maker needs he must 
furnish himsélf, and often it happens that 
he barely earns the cost of the same. The 
highest wages emong the harmonica makers 
are received by the tuners. They earn $2.25 
to $2.40 for 18 to 19 hours’ work. In other 
branches of the harmonica industry male 
workers receive only 2 to 2% cents an hour 
and children only lcentan hour. Two men 
and one woman earn $4.56 together for 192 
hours’ work. A child working 42 hours earns 
from 50 to 62 cents. The maker of the han- 
dles, working with his wife, earns $3.75 for 
82 hours’ work.

Toil 14 Hours a Day for 25 Cents. 

Equally sad ts the condition of the makers 
of other musical instruments. The center of 
thé production is Markneukirchen in Saxony. 
The different parte of the violins aze made in 
Bohemia and sent across the border to be 
put together by the heimarbeiter. They earn 
from $3.60 to $3.85 for seventy to eighty hours’ 
work. Mittelwald in Bavaria aleo is a well 
known center for the production of violins, 
guitars, and mandolina. Home workers be- 
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gin work at 5 or 6 o'clock in the morning, and 
never finish before 8 and often not before 10 
or ll at night. For these hours the workman

receives from 25 to 80 cents a day, many - 


receiving only 17 cents a day. or 
Basket making is one of the most unprofit- 

able of German industries, but yet @ large 

number of families are employed in it. In 


Berlin willowmakers receive 8 cents an hour, “4 E. 


while In Thuringia wages are even worse, — 


being only 2 to 24% cents for men and &% of 
a cent to l cent for women. It is, therefore, 
not to be wondered that these workmen are 
engaged from ninety to 100 hours a week. 


Make Pencils for $1.24 for 75 Hours, an 


$1.32 for seventy-five hours’ work. 

As in America, the lowest wages are paid 
for clothes made in sweatshops. The aver- 
age wage which the heme workers of Silesia 
receive for men's clothing is from 2% to 8 
cents a ; in Schwiebus Mark Branden- 
burg 22% ts is paid for the making of a 
coat requiring seven hours’ work, which, 
after deducting the sewing materials, makes 
2% cents an hour. For producing an under- 
skirt with embroidery 12% cents is paid; « 
woman's simple undergown 4 cents. For « 
nightshirt, with embroidery and insertion, 
10 cents ie paid; for a dozen aprons, with em- 
broidery and insertion, 8l cents. Corsets are 
prpduced in Saxony with the aid of child la- 
bor. They bring per piece 6 cents for two 
hours’ work,

Grind Lives Out of 350,000 Children. 

The number of children employed in Ger- 
many is estimated at 850,000. They are found 
in all industries. Even children only 3 years 
old are employed in home work. The reasons 
for the employment of children are twofold. 
In the first place, the children furnish cheap 
labor, and, second, parents are depend- 


ent on their assistanee. Of course, much of

Some of the greatest fortunes in the world 
have been created by this means. The duke 
of Westminster owes his enormous fortune 
mainiy to it. London chose to extend itself 
over a tract acquired by his ancestors. It 
is now in the heart of the city and, of course, 
is immensely valuable. The Astor fortune 
chiefly consists of land in New York City 
which was a farm when the first John Jacob 
Astor, the founder of the family, bdught 
Covered with great skyscrapers, the 
rents derived from it in a month far exceed 
its whole value a few generations ago. 
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Lands Constantly Increase in Value. 

Land may fluctuate in vaiue as times alter- 
Mately become good and bad, but, unlike 
Other forms of wealth, it will not take unto 


‘itself wings and fly away, and experience 


shows that it almost invariably will be worth 
more at the ehd of a period of fluctuation 
than it was at its beginning. Improvements 


will add to its value, but in the long run its 


value usually will increase without them. 


‘What it is worth depends less upon what is 


done with it than upon what goes on around 
it—iess upon the enterprise of its owner than 
wpon the progress of society. Where so- 
ciety is in a progressive state, with industry 
expanding and population growing, the 
owner of land may get rich, though he never 
turn a furrow or build a shanty uponit. Of 
course, he must cultivate or rent or other- 
wise utilize his property to realize on his in- 
vestment, but meantime, whether he does 
anything or nothing with it, the price for 
which he could sell it grows. Time is on his 
side and works for him with assiduous in- 
dustry. 

What the Westminsters, Astors, and oth- 
ers have done on a big scale in large cities 
many thousands of men have done and are 
doing in the agricultural parts of the United 
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to be blamed for not taking one whom she does not 
approve and for whom she does not care?

Eilby Bought Farms in Missouri. 

While most of the numerous fortunes made 
in the rural districts in this way are small, 
here and there have been men with pres- 
cience to see that the rise in farm values, as 
well as in city peal estate values, might be 
made the road to opulence. Probably the 
most notable instance of the kind is that of 
Mr. John 8. Bilby of Quitman, Mo. 

When lists of the great landowners of the 
United States have been published Mr. Bil- 
by’s name has not been mentioned, yet, con- 
sidering both the extent and the value of his 
holdings, he is one of the largest landowners 
in this country or inthe world. He is so little 
known because he always has been a sphinx 
in regard to his operations. He hates what 
he calls “ newspaper notoriety.”’ 

Mr. Bilby is not especially popular among 
those who are acquainted with him. It is 
thought he always has not been consistently 
scrupulous in his methods. Recently he has 
been in trouble with Uncle Sam’s representa- 
tives in western Kansas for, as is alleged, 
trying to gratify his appetite for land by 
grabbing it by fraudulent means. But re- 
garding his foresight and business acumen 
there can be no question. 

Thirty years ago he moved from New Jer- 
sey to Missouri a poor man. There were 
then large tracts of the most beautiful and 
fertile land in northwest Missouri which 
could be bought for from $1.25 to $4 per acré& 
Bilby saw in those tracts his opportunity. 
He reasoned that, with the tidept emigration 
rolling westward in steadily increasing vol- 
ume, Missouri and other western land must 
rise rapidly in value for years to come, and 
he resolved to get all of it he could. 


Mortgaged His Land, Bought More. 

He bought 820 acres in Nodaway county 
with what money he had, and energetically 
began farming and raising stock uponit. In 
course of time he mortgaged it, added the 
money he had saved to what he had bor- 
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obliged to take 75 cents out of your salary.” 
Rather than submit, John telle Mr. Brown he 
will not stand the charge and is told he will have 
to get out, as the firm cannot use him any more. 

Is it right for an employer to treat a worker in 
this manner because he made an error end for 
the principle of the matter is not willing to stand 
the charge?

Only Piatecrats Will Be Doctor’, 


Editor of the Worker’s Magazine: Those viva- 
clous biographies on working through school in 
the magazine are interesting, but they brought 
a tear to my eyes, as they are reminiscences of 
days gone by. Up to about fifteen years ago the 
fees for becoming a physician would decrease or 
increase yearly, and were a fair index as to the 
financial prosperity of the farmers, whose boys 
fed the schools. For example, the tuition at Rush 
in 1848 was $85; in 1847, $110; the next year, $70; 
in 1849 the fee jumped to $100, and fell down to 
$56 in 1852. But that good old song of treating 
the students as patrons and coUperatively to boot 
is replaced by handling the embryo doctor as a 
schoolboy and increasing the fees every year, so 
that eventually doctors will be made up of the 
sons of plutocrats. However, I see Pope in the 
abeurd restrictions of the various state boards, 
which force many practitioners to heal by ‘ pri- 
vate treaty ’’—as patients sometimes telephone 
from a neighboring state.

rowed, and bought another quarter section. 
As soon as he could he repeated the operation. 
He has worked that system from that day 
to this and his anticipations have been fully 
realized. 

When the panic of 1893 came Bilby owned 
80,000 acres in Nodaway and Atchison coun- 
ties, Mo., which was worth an average of $45 
an acre. The panic drove its value to about 
$40. It also reduced the price of surrounding 
land, however, and right through the depres- 
sion, despite the burden of debt he was car- 
rying, Bilby boldly continued to buy more 
land. He also’ had acquired a 20,000 acre 
ranch in Nebraska, one of 40,000 acres in Ar- 
kansas, and tracts in South Dakota, Texas, 
and Oklahoma. He confidently looked for- 
ward to the return of good times, and he con- 
sidered it certain that with their return there 
would be an unprecedentéd rise in land val- 
ues. ; 

Prosperity came, as everybody knows, in 
1897. It found Bilby with around 35,000 acres 
in northwest Missouri and enough in other 
states and territories to run bis holdings up 
to more than 100,000 acres. Land values in 
northwest Missouri rose by leaps and bounds. 
By 1904 Bilby’s holdings, which before the 
panic had been worth $45 an acre, were worth 
$75 an acre—an increase in value for his en- 
tire 35,000 acres there of $1,050,000. His hold- 
ings tin other states also rose an average of 
$10 an acre, or an aggregate around $650,000, 
making the total increase in his wealth 
caused by the return of prosperity about one 
and three-quarters of millions of dollars. Be- 
sides his land in the United States Mr. Bilby 
has 500,000 acres under lease in Mexico. — 

The American farmer often has been criti- 
cised for doggedly preferring the system of 
extensive to that of intensive culture. He has 
been wiser than his critics. He has seen that 
the landowner is enriched not only by big 
crops, but by the increase in the value of the 
coil, and that, therefore, he should aim not 
only at growing all the wheat, corn, and 
cattle he can, but also at getting the largest 
possible number of acres to grow them on. 

The farmer has realized, seemingly, that 
he is in the course of evolution, and that he 
must make his money as conditions change. 
After he has reaped his profit on land and 
on extensive, though wasteful, cultivation, 
he will evolve into intensive cultivation. 

The farmer, at least the western farmer, is 
just reaching the intensive stage. At this 
point in his evolution he must realize that 
intensive culture means higher land values, 
and by combining scientific farming with 
common sense land speculation he has the 
greatest opportunity of the century for reap- 
ing monetary profit fn agriculture.

Special Directions for Sewing. 

A blunt wool needle is threaded with strong 
linen and drawn through, as shown in Fig. 
8, the thread’s course indicated by the arrow 
marks, The ends A and B should come out 
in the center of the page length, evenly, 
drawn tight, tied and cut Then over the 
binders’ muslin the binders’ cloth should be 
pasted closely. Thus the stitching will be 
on the outside of the muslin and on the 
under side of the finishing cloth. 

When the covers are ready smear the paste 
under the free edges of the cover paper, slip 
the covers in place, and put the volume into 
the book press. When the paste is thorough- 
ly dry the volume is taken out and with the 
straight edge the cover paper is trimmed, 
leaving perhaps three-eighths of an inch of 
the marbled or other paper overlapping the 
cloth. The leaves may be smooth trimmed, 
using the straight edge and shoemaker’s 
knife, with the point of the knife resting on 
a sheet of glass on the under side, or guided 
by ea plece of thick cardboard.

“The claim department was ready to set- 
tle the day his claim came in, but of course 
they didn’t. Railroads don’t do business 
that way any more than do other big cor- 
porations. There always is the chance that 
a claim may be cut down or that something 
will develop whereby the ‘claimant can be 
frozen out altogether, and so the department 
always takes a gambler’s chance and spends 
@ little time and money fighting the claim, 
no matter if it is a foregone conclusion that 
they will have to pay. Sometimes the most 
hopeless cases, from the road’s standpoint, 
are beaten out in court. In other words, a 
claim never is paid until the check is writ- 
ten. 

“Well, Hawkins had charge of this Ab- 
bottsville claim. He handled it from the 
beginning and he actually settled the thing 
out of court for $2,500. Naturally the head 
claim agent had to sit up and take notice. 
So did the other officials, up to the second 
vice president. A man who can cut a dead 
sure cinch claim of $7,500 down to $2,500 is 
@ man not to be overlooked, and so Hawkins 
was famous in the office at one jump.

HERE is a

tendency 
on the part of the retall merchant 
to buy direct from the manufac- 
turer,” began the St. Louis buyer—he was a 
successful dealer in women's ready to wear 
goods—‘ and there are several reasons for 
this. In the first place, we mérchants all 
fee] that we want to be on the ground floor. 
This%middle man business is fast becoming a 
thing of the past. Every handler that we 
place between the first source of supply and 
the final demand means just one more profit 
to be paid. Another advantage we merchants 
get when we buy direct is that we can have 
stuff made to suit us a great deal better than 
if the goods have to pass through the hands 
ofa middle man. A merchant knows the pe- 
culiarities of his trade and if he can design 
his own garments, say in my business, he is 
going to be better satisfied than if he leave 
the designing to some one on the outside. Of 
course, I confess that a great deal of this 
making special designs on the part of the re- 
tailer is nonsense. I know that many of us 
put manufacturers to needless trouble, but at 
the same time it tickles the vanity of us all to 
be able to get things just as we want them. 
And another thing, it spurs the manufactur- 
er on to make things right when he knows 
that he is dealing directly with the man who 
is going to sell the goods to the consumer. 


* # 
Rapid Shipments Help Trader. 


‘The manufacturer who makes goods for 
the jobber, who in turn sells them again to 
the dealer, is mot nearly so careful about 
making things as he is when he deals direct 
with the retailer. Why? Because when he 
manufactures for the jobber it is ofttimes 
many months before the goods get to the 
consumers, and then the kicking is not 50 
strong as when it comes direct fromus. One 
thing that is helping the manufacturers more 
and more every dey is rapid transportation 
both on land and water. Why, comparative- 
ly a few days will bring materials to Chicago 
from any part of the world and a couple of 
sunrises almost will see them from here to 
the eastern seaboard. Bull team ideas and 
methods rapidly are coming to an end.

' Retailers Make Their Own Goods. 

“ You are right about that,” said the retail 
shoe merchant. ‘ Thestrongest competition 
that I have—in fact, I scarcely can compete 
with them at all—comes from a concern that 
manufactures its own leather, converts this 
leather into shoes, and has a long chain of 
retail stores all over the country, that sup- 
ply the cusfomer direct. In just a word, the 
most successful establishment In my busi- 
ness is the one that practically takes the 
hide from the animal’s back and puts it on 
the customer’s foot. That is the ideal way 
to do business. 

** Now, just for example, I know a tanner 
who manufactures into gloves part of the 
leather he makes; the balance he seils to 
other glove makers. Now, ask yourself, 
which one cuts the best leather for his gloves 
—the man who makes it or the man who 
buys it from him? For my own part, if I 
were handling this line, I would buy the 
gloves from the man who made the leather. 
I know human nature, and the truth of the 
matter is this man has a great deal easier 
time distributing his stuff than the other 
fellows. You see, the man who buys the 
goods is always hunting for the right place 
to buy them from, but he is not always able 
to find it. This gives the jobber a chance.”

The Jobber Still Has His place. 

“The jobber,” interrupted the hat manu- 
facturer, “ has his place. Fora certain class 
of trade and for certain lines of goods heitsa 
necessity. Now, take in my line, for exam- 
ple. No one factory, no ten factories, cap 
make a complete line of goods for the mer- 
chants in the country who buys only com- 
paratively small quantities of anything, and 
who has none tod much capital in his busi- 
ness. Of course the great big dealer in the 
large cities in my line can profit some by 
buying directly of us, perhaps, but still there 
is not such a- great difference, so far as price 
is concerned; as many imagine. A great deal 
of this is mere imagination. In a business 
where it is necessary to combine the products 


the directory, their field for circular adver- 
tising and the employment of the follow-up 
letter system is practically without limit, 
It is enough to make any man think more 
than once to receive ten to fifteen letters, in 
all appearance tyPewritten, signed by a man- 
ager, and each consisting of 4 new line of 
talk in @ personal. way. They make it ap- 
pear as though the recipient is an intimate 
acquaintance, and that his joining the organ- 
ization, paying his fee of $2, $3, or $5, is a 
matter of great importance to his welfare 
and future, 

Taking into consideration the vast fleld of 
operation and the apparent knowledge of ail 
live openings, as portrayed by the agency, a 
man is at times tempted to invest, and in his 
haste forgets to weigh the other side of the 
quéstion and see what he can do for himself 
with much less money.

Resistration Fee Worfing Capital. 

The registration fee is nothing more or less 
than money on which the agency transacts 
business. It can advertise and write to the 
yaridus business houses, telling them that 
they are in @ position to,put them in touch 
with men. They can occupy @ fine suite of 
rooms and‘afford good furniture, and an ap- 
pointment that is most impressive, and, per- 
chance, will place a man here and there. The 
terme are always “cash in advance, part 
cash and notes, or don't take the job.” 

The wording of the contract is such that if 
you once accept a position to which they send 


of several concerns 
in order .to get to- 
gether a completeline; 
the jobber can compete well with the manu- 
facturer, simply because when @ mantfac- 
turer’s sales of his products are small his per- 
centage to sell is proportionately great. 
Where a manufacturer makes a line and can 
sell it in sufficient quantities to the retailer 
to justify his expense, he can do business. 
Otherwise he cannot. Of course, I quite agree 
with my friend from St. Louis in all he hae 
said. The whole question for a manufacturer 
is, does he make a line or can he make a line 
of which he can sell large enough quantities 
to retailers to pay the salaries and expenses 
of his salesmen—enough to make a volume?’ 
* 


Must Carry Complete Lines. 

“ You are right tn that,”’ remarked the silk 
buyer. ‘“‘ Take in our business—the whole- 
sale dry goods business—for example, there 
are thousands of items made in almost that 
many different places. How would a factory 
down in Rhgde Island that made nothing but 
hooks and eyes, or tacks, sell its product 
except through its jobber? Yes, there is a 
place for the jobber in the class of trade that 
buys small quantities only of any one thing 
that a factory turns out. 

“One thing that the jobber should strive 
for, too, is to create individual lines and in- 
dividual brands of goods, There is no profit 
fn his handling marked articles. He may do 
this successfully in his own little village, but 
he cannot go into the other fellow’s territory 
unless he has merchandise that bears an in- 
dividual brand or individual quality. The 
successful jobbers today are those who real- 
ly are not jobbers. They combine the job- 
bing and manufacturi. - business; that.is, 
they carry enough things to make a come 
plete line, but they confrol the output of fac- 
tories as nearly as they can, sometimes en- 
tirely, and in a great measure they really 
become manufacturers themselves. 

“ But whether a man be a manufacturer or 
jobber, he has his troubles with his custom- 
ers. This distributing merchandise after it is 
made is like treading barefooted on a bed of 
roses. It may look pretty and smell sweet, 
but you must often stop and pick a briar out 
of your heel. If you make a man pay too 
much you are certain to hear about it. A 
concern that gouges its customer gouges it- 


self.”

A sound business man will not, if he under- 
stands the proposition, bea party to ascheme 
where the applicant pays @ registration fee 
and 5 per cent commission in adaition, and 
then turn around and pay the agency their 
so-called “ head money” of nearly an equal 
proportion for the service.

One of the largest of these employment 


agencies some time ago did what is termed

“ loop, district” looks upon sald dis- 
trict as ‘the city of Chicago.”

» But there are more than 30,000 nearby 
workers who fail to recognize the jpop dis- 
trict as the fundamental] part of the city. 
These have a territory of their own ae dis- 
tinct and separate from the loop as that is 
from the outiying residénce regions. Their 
part is the “ machine district’’ of the city, 
lying within the boundaries of'Canal, Des- 
plaines, Polk, and Lake streets. 

In this district, which is twelve blocks 
long and three wide, 50,000 workers in the 
mechanical trades and their adjuncts find 
employment.

N New York $100,- 
000 will buy a 
pretty summer 
house somewhere

on Long Isiand. At 3 per cent interest tn a 
savings bank it will net the depositor $3,000 
ina year. And, if one looks around carefully 
and economically, the $3,000 will pay a year’s 
rent for comfortable apartments in a builld- 
ing in which most of the residents are in the 
blue book. 

One learnp his arithmetic anew in New 
York wherever the science of figures carries 
a dollar mark in front of the groupings. Buy 
one does not expect much 
«<hange out of his dollar. 

It was plain that I needed to do salisieuidian 
for a living. A bank account of $100,000 
Jeft open to check allows one the speaking 
acquaintance of the bank’s cashier and 
propvably the nod of recognition from one of 
the vice presidents of the institution.

That intangible something, “the times,” 
were not of the best, however. Money was 
hard.

000 and having it accepted at a conservative 
bank at 5 per cent. We needed money as 
The Street knows the need, and at the price

In this need of ours it occurred to me that 
Leffingwell and his dealing with Hermann

The slightest move of man 
or men or things is to be studiedas the result 
of a cause. The failure of the Strong com- 
peny without scandal and the rapid manner 
in which Strong had ris@n again from the 
wreckage of his house, continuing a certain 
social-pusiness relation with the Leffingwell 
concern, left me open to that guess which 
is characteristic of The Street's method,

Naturally it was the wiser move to call 
first upon Strong. There was no trace of 
intangible office hurdles set in my way from 
the moment Strong’s secretary smiled at my 
card, delivered it and opened the inner door 
in order that I might meet Strong, advancing 
to shake my hand. Evidently Strong would 
have been a poor hand at poker. My hopes 
in a moment were certainties. 

Strong was interested in two of the prop- 
ositions.

With resources of:over a quar- 
ter of a billion of dollars, and controlling 
twenty times that amount, the statément of 
wesources gives the value of the bank build- 
igag and its furniture at the small sum of 
§200,000.. There are banks whose buildings 
and furniture are valued at twenty times this 
amount. There are some’ whose house and 
furniture are valued at more than $2,000,000, 
against one-tenth of that sum for the City 
bank. 


There are many other ways in which the 
City bank shows its policy of keeping out of 
the limelight. Its stock is in the market for 
$800 a share, while you cannot buy Chemical 
National stock, for instance, for $4,000 a 
share. The management does not pride itself 
On the size of its dividends. The income for 
etockholders has been certain and stable 
and yet modest. The profits that have 
swolien the wealth of its officers have not 
consisted altogether of interest om loans and 
coupons clipped from gilt edged bonds. 

Although the apparent resources of the 
National City bank exceed those of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce by only about 
$20,000,000, this is no adequate test in meas- 
uring its resources. When Mr. Stillman 
presides at a fully attended meeting of the 
board of directors at the National City bank 
it is estimated that more than $11,000,000,000 
fn corporate securities and more than _one- 
third of thé industria! trust capitalization of 
the country are represented.

Rockefeller Power Resistless, 

Since the Rockefeller coterie has obtained 
@0ntrol of the National City it has reigned 
Supreme... The man who would- think of 
Making a big deal in Wall street without 
@rst consulting the powers represented at 
“No. 52." would be considered worse than 
foolhardy by the wise ones of the financial 
district. Its opposition would mean failure. 
The 
only man who has ever tried it and lived was 
John W. Gates, when in the famous Louis- 
Ville and Nashville stroke he wrested the 
control of the road from August Belmont 
and his following. 

‘This financier knew that his course would 
never be approved by the Rockefellers. He 
knew also that if he went to any bank ip 
New York that it would be known in twenty 
minutes at 52 Wall street. So he borrowed 
his money from the Illinois Trust and Sav- 


. ings company and elsewhere in Chicago, and 


acted*so quickly that it was over*before the 
Standard Oj] system had an inkling of what 
was going on. For this act of treason Mr. 
Gates has been disapproved of in “* conserva- 
tive " banking circles ever since. 

Other men of the highest standing have 
‘mot dafed to be so rash. With all of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan’s great wealth and prestige he 
has not put himself in opposition to its 
power. When the great steel trust was 
formed it had to be approved by the City 
bank before it could be openly proposed. To 
oppose the vast aggregation of capital is not 
only futile but dangerous. It never forgives 
nor forgéts. The professional traders have 
learned this, and whén there are two factions 
warring on Wall street the one that has the 
support of the (ity bank has the following 
of the “ street.”

In its effect upon the market the City 
bank is no less potent than the 
England, with all its prestige. If the purse 
strings are tightened at 52 Wall street it 
Means a stringency in the money market. 
If it frowns there is a panic. Everybody 
rushes to sell stocks, regardiess of valpe. 
Bankers, operators, speculators, brokers, 
all are at sea when it touches the financial 
button. If the order is to buy, it is 100,000 
shares here, and 100,000 shares there, and 
100,000 shares at another place, unti! the 
house suddenly wakes up and yells * Rocke- 
feller.’ If it speaks the markets of the 
@orld stop to listen. For about five years it 
has had for its vice president Frank A.

When the official word was spoken 
that bulling might be permitted within rea- 
sonable limits the brokers left the news 
tickers which printed extracts from the 
speech with a sigh of relief, and began to 
buy stocks.

Failure Would Mean World Wreck. 


If this bank were to fail it would mean a 
thousand times worse than panic. It would 
be as far reaching in its consequences as if 
the United States government were to default 
its bonds. 

The National City bank, however, runs no 
more risk than does the man who plays with 
marked cards or loaded dice. It never en- 
dangers its credit by Indulging in foolish 
speculations, It never takes a risk. It has 
always been sure of its money, while often 
tt has let the “ experience” go to others. 
For twenty years it has levied tribute on 
every large deal that has been put through 
“the street.”’ 

Besides exacting a tax from other bucca- 
neers, this bank has made successful forays 
of its own. The Amalgamated Copper deal, 
so pealisticaily described by Lawson, was 
put through by the funds of the National 
City bank. It required the backing of mill- 
ions and it is doubtful if any other bank 
would or could have made the attempt with- 
out help. Neo enterprise is too big for it, and 
yet no scheme that is profitable is too smail 
for its attention. 

* * 
Notorious Power in Politics. 

The octopus reaches out and extends into 
national politics. Its influence with adminis- 
trations has been notorious. It has been 
favored with large United States deposits. 
These have been as high as $25,000,000, and 
the last statement shows a little more than 
$17,000,000 in its keeping. It has been a favor- 
ite deposit for municipal funds also and has 
as much of the city’s money in its coffers 
as all the rest of the New York banks com- 
bined. 

It is even doubtful if important financial 
legislation would be attempted without the 
sanction of the City “bank's management. 
It is significant that there is a family link 
between the senate committee on finance and 
the bank in the fact that the chairman of 
the former is Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, 


' whose daughter married John D. Rockefeller 


Jr. 
True to its policy, however, the bank does 


not figure as the great storage house of the 
Rockefellers. William Rockefeller, who is 
a director, is the only one of them whose 
name appears ontheroll.

Carnegie neglected to give 
South Chicago a library and there is not a reading room 
in the city of 95,000 population. There are scores of 
churches, but there are 500 saloons. A pillar of smoke 
cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night rest over it, 
marking South Chicago to the horigons. 

The harbor of the Grand Calumet was the original 
motif for South Chicago. When the city began building 
it was at the river levels. There is land enotigh and 
stone enough back of the vailey rim for sites for an- 
other Londoh,. with the stone for its eternal walls. But 
the river's edge and the lake’s rim were the focusing 
points for the city. Then, when the railroad ttecame the 
greater highway for traffic and graded through until its 
tracks should be above the line of the river floods and 
the graded streets followed at the railroad levels, South 
Chicago @iscovered that it had a basement without 
digging. 

In the main, however, it has been a good thing for 
ducks. Even the South Chicago billy goat may do the 
Harlem act up the graded street’s precipitous slope-&at 
such times as it becomes too wet for him on the valley 
levels. Put vegetable gardefiing is not good, flowers, 
even in pots, are discouraged by the smoke and gases 
from a thousand stacks, funnels, and locomotive fire- 
boxes, while the green tree that once flourished by the 
still waters of the Calumet has gone the way of drift- 
wood and decay. 

There is no time for gardening in South Chicago. 
Earth is the least utilitarian of the elemental things. 
Fire an@ water are the great forces that have made 
South Chicago and dedicated it to the end of industrial 
and commercial wilderness of milis, factories, shipyards, 
railroad yards, and machine shops that ate making of it 
a babel of mechanical and spoken sounds.

in the shops; his purpose may be speculated upon if he 
registers at the one hotel in the place. Beyond this, 
however, the streets of this city within a city are aa 
cosmopolitan as Cosmopolis in their indifference to his 
presence. 

Looking upon South Chicago as a city, it might be 
ten hundred instead of ten miles from its metropolitan 
center in the Chicago city hall, But granting this evi- 
dence of its isolation as seen from the point of the 
stranger dropped from a train -into its clouds of smoke 
or its glare of the mils, there are some things that are 
oddities. . 

It is hard to find a hotel and still harder to get a bed 
in it when it has been discovered. There are networks of 
trolley lines in infinite direction8 which to the visitor 
for visiting purposes seem not to run anywhefe. The 
main Hines of great railroad eystems cut the city into 
segments without the reason for it shown in elaborate 
passenger stations. , 

There are not enough store fronts in Commercial 
avenue promising to cater to the needs of the population. 
Lawyers’ shingles are few @ewinging from the fronts of 
the office buildings. Doctors’ signs are fewer. There 
is not a cab stand in all the central district. There is 
one theater and one livery stable, and the one tract of 
triangular ground in the city’s center which might seem 
to suggest a park is sprinkled three times a day to keep 
down the dust of the city's traffic. 

Such a traffic as it is, too. Reading this traffic, 
eating seams to be the one great necessity of the popu- 
lation. Reduced to lower speculative terms, too, meat 
eating- is the popular course at table. Every other 
vehicle in the street traffic is a méat wagon, well loaded: 
the grocer’s delivery wagon is on thé run and occasionally 
an automobile, under full gasoline and without starting 
point or destination marking it, snorts through the town. 
Also the police ambulance ahd the police patrol wagon 
make their flurries as they dash in among the commercial! 
vehicles in the thoroughfares. 

Plainly to the inexperienced eye in South Chicago 
there is something taking from the normal of the normal 
city of its population. To the experienced eye the smoke 
and flame and clamor of the mills are the influences. 
Figures from the mills and shipping population are the 
proof. Twenty thousand men in overalls, jumpers, and 
modified mill costume is a round figure simply approach- 
ing the toilers in smoke and fire and grime. There are 
more dinner pails to the population than in any city in 
the world and two dinners in the twenty-four hour day 
are essentials to this city of night and day. Grouping

Other 
thousands can be picked up from the scores of smaller 
plants in this industrial center until! it may be said that 
more suits of working clothes are sold in South Chicago 
than in any other city of its size anywhere in the world. 
Everybody's father works all day if he doesn’t work all 
night, while fewer children are harnessed to the droning 
drudgery of industry than in a like population anywhere. 
South Chicago is too strenuous in its Titan might to 
find place for the emall toler. 

There are two great forces among the toilere—the 
undersized Pole and his kindred racial elements from the 
old work, while on the other is the giant Hungarian and 
his kindred. And Bighty-ninth street from the lake to 
the prairie’s rim is the dividing line of the nationalities. 
Industrially this street scarcely is more than an impedi- 
ment; Socially it is a dead line, over which neither 
division steps, ‘ 

Once the Illinois Steel company had its employment 
offices far north of Bighty-ninth street in the regions of 
the Pole, Bohemian, and. Slav. The Hungarian and 
Austrian did not care to go” into Polish neighborhoods 
to find his work in the mills, so the employment 
offices were built anew at the dead line of Bighty-ninth 
street sut still its brick facade is on the north side 
of the street and the Hungarian stands aloof until an 
employment agency in a downtown street has become an 
annex to the pay rolls. 

In front of the ctes! mill's agency on Bighty-ninth 
street, however, hunareds of applicants for places may 
Stand all day long waiting for the emissary of the com- 
pany to come through the guarded portal, look the 


group over and up and down, finally to signal to one or 
two or three of the expectant ones fo follow as he turns 
again inside. After which the uniformed guard steps 
outside and with swinging club taps the knees of the 
crowding ones back to the Mne of the curbstones. Many 
of these disappointed ones never may hope for place. 
for the reason that they are not of age and therefore are 
not eligible for mill employment until parent or parents 
have signed release for them; others in the blackened 
dress of the mills wait hungrily for a place for the 
reason that they have been employés before in the mills 
and the reason for their dismissal is enough to exclude 
them for all time. 

Two Boweries are necessary for these two great 
divisions of the South Chicago mill population. Here 
and there is the saloon which in bold front designates 
itself as “Polish headquarters,” or “Hungarian head- 
quarters,” but they are on either side of the dead line 
of Eighty-ninth street. How these saloons are head- 
quarters in a full sense is indicated in the many ways 
in which the mill foreigner is accommodated there. His 
pay check is cashed there without a question as to name, 
residence, or indorsing signature. Between the fort- 
nightly pay days his credit is good over the bar. and 
when the man’s wife comes in with the mill check, cash- 
ing it, settling the bar bills and taking out the remainder 
of the wage in cash, she may have a pint bottle under 
her apron, which is filled without cost with her favorite 
liquor. In some of these particular places, where “quiet 
games ” are in hiding, a suit of miM clothes may be good 
for a dollar’s worth of chips on time. 

Nowhere else in America is it as easy to cash a4 
check of any kind as it is in South Chicago. Until a 
recent issue of forged checks on mill paper, anything 
written on chemically prepared promises to pay was 
accepted from- anybody without an indorsement. The 
South Chicago dealer in anything strings his half known 
customers alomg on the credit basis, as if preferring 
payment once in two weeks rather than in cash. Seeing 
the same man six times in the same working garb prac- 
tically is an identification of the person and a guarantee 
of his intent to pay his debts. For the purpose of cash- 
ing checks it may Hé@ said that the average saloonkeeper, 
grocer, dry goods dealer, and druggist hold more cash 
in cash registers and cash drawers than do like dealers 
anywhere.

At regular intervals I am called upon to attend 
teachers’ meetings at the school.

If one learns the trick of reheating rolls 
it is a simpler matter to have hot bread every 
day by baking them once or twice a week 
than it is to stir up popovers dr something re- 
quiring eggs every morning. If you do nwt 
bake bread, this recipe is little trouble and 
makes from four to five doBen rolls: 

Dixie Biscuilt—Mix one teaspoonful of salt 
irto three pints of fiour. Put one 
teacupful of milk on the stove with three 
pints of flour to warm. Pour this on two 
well beaten eggs. Add the flour, with one 
cake of yeast, dissolved in a teacupful of 
lukewarm water. When well mixed set ina 
warm place for about five hours to rise. Form 
into biscuit, let rise again, and bake. 

Pocketbook Biscuit—Vary the above by 
rolling out thin, cutting In squares, spread- 
ing with melted butter, and folding over. 
They can be made ready for 6 o'clock dinner 
by setting the sponge about 10 o'clock and 
letting it rise as slowly as possible. If it 
gets light in less than five hours work it 
back as you would bread dough. 

Rolls to Reheat.—Dampen slightly by hold- 
ing each roll for a part of a second 
under the hydrant, running slowly. Put in 
a deep pan, cover closely, and set in a slow 
oven for twenty minutes to half an hour. 

Baker's wig waited ns fresh rolls are 
brought from the baker's put in the oven a 
‘few minutes before using. Two minutes be- 
fore they are to be eaten take them out, di- 
vide them, and put some thin slices of butter 
between. Press them together and return 
them to the oven for one minute. Open again, 
spread the butter lightly, and serve in a hot 
dish immediately. 


Puddings. 

COCOANUT PUDDING.—Quarter of a 
pound of desiccated cocoanut, quarter of a 
pint of milk, one ounce of butter, one ounce 
of sugar, four eggs. one ounce of cake 
crumbs, vanilla, glacé cherries. Put the co- 
coanut and milk in a pan on the fire and let 
it cook till the cocoanut is tender. Cream 
the butter and sugar; then beat up the yolks 
and add them. When the milk is a little 
cooled pour it on to them and add cake 
crumbs and vanilla to taste. Lastly, add 
lightly the whites of two eggs which have 
been whisked to a stiff froth. Put the mix- 
ture into a well buttered pie dish and bake 
for half an hour. Then take the whites of 
two eggs and whip them to a stiff froth, add 
one and a half tablespoonfuls of sygar and 
a little vanilla. Just before the pudding is 
done epread this meringue on the top and 
let it brown lightly. Before serving decorate 
the top with pieces of giacé cherries. 

CHOCOLATE PUDDING.—Quarter of a 
pound of plain chocolate, quarter of a pint 
of milk, quarter of a pound of sugar, three 
ounces of butter, two eggs, six ounces of 
fresh, white bread crumbs, a few drops of 
vanilla. ~ Well grease a mold. Grate the 
chocolate and mix it with the milk; then boll 
them together to make the chocolate smooth. 
Cream together the sugar and butter, and 
then stir in the yolks of the two eggs and 
the bread crumbs. Next, pour on the milk 
and chegolate and add a few drops of va- 
nilla. at the whites of the eggs stiff and 
stir them lightly to the other ingredients. 
Pour the mixture into the mold, cover the 
top with a greased paper, and steam it for 
one hour. Turn out carefully and serve with 
any sweet sauce. 

COFFEE PUDDING.—Five ounces of 
bread, two ounces of candied peel, one lem- 
on, three ounces of sugar, three ounces of 
sultanas, two eggs, half a pint of milk, 
quarter of a pint of cream, half a.pint of 
strong coffee. Cut the bread into neat, small 
dice, put these in a basin, add the candied 
peel, chopped finely, the grated rind: of a 
lemon, ala a few drops of the juice; also the 
sugar and sultanas. Well beat the eggs, add 
the milk, strain them on to the dry ingre- 
dients, and mix them wellin. Now add the 
cream and coffee. Have ready a well 
greased mold; pour in the mfxture, cover 
with a piece of greased paper, and set in a 
saucepan of boiling water. Steam for two 
hours. Turn out and serve with German 
sauce. For the sauce put he raw yolks of 
two eggs into a small saucepan; add to them 
one glass of sherry. OT, if preferred, that 
quantity of lemon or orange juice, and one 
dessertspoonful of sugar. Whisk all these 
quickly over a slow fire till it is thick and 
nothing but froth. It must not boil or it 
curdles. Serve at —. 


Some Recires— 

INDIVIDUAL SALADS—Cups of crisp let- 
tuce are made by placing the leaves together 
so as to form a nest and arrarging on salad 
plates. Use as a filling for these shells one 
cup each of chopped celery, English walnuts, 
and apples, and a little salt. Put a large 
tablespoonful of this mixture in each cup. 
The mayonnaise cau be either mixed with the 
ingredients or put on top after the filling has 
been inserted. Chicken, lobster, and shrimp 
salads are used in the same way. Only head 
lettuce can be used for the cups, a8 the leaves 
of Roman and ordinary lettuce are too flat 

ible. 

aTATO BALLS—Grate four cold boiled 
potatoes; add one tablespoonful.of chopped 
parsley and one teaspoonful of melted but- 
er. Beat thoroughly with the yolks of two 
eggs and the white of one. Make into small 
balls, roll in breadcrumbs, and fry in hot 
fat until brown. Place around the edge of 
fried or broiled fish. 

WAFFLES—Southern cooks never wash 
their waffle irons, but clean them with salt. 
Sprinkle salt generously On the irons and 
heat; then rub with a piece of brown paper 
or a cloth. Wales never stick when the 
‘rons are kept clean and emooth in this way. 

WAFFLES MADE WITH SOUR MILE-- 
Mix together one pint flour and one pint of 
sour milk into which half a teaspoonful of 
soda has been stirred; add one-half cup of 
melted butter. Stir into this the well beaten 
yolks of three eggs, then the beaten whiies. 
Beat hard for two minutes and bake in a hot

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FASHION IS FLYING RIBBON STREAMERS. 


ARLY it looked as if the one plece gown had 
cut out sashes and ribbons, but the late ar- 
rivals are all but made of them. Some gowns 
have ribbon trimming so elaborately crossed 
and shirred into lattices that they practically 
form the structure of the gown. Little bows 


are at the interstices of this ribbon architecture and 


skirts have ribbon uprights ending in the same little 
bows and crossed by rows set, around and turning up 
in front to make princess panels. 

There also is an effort made to introduce streamers 
from the back of hats, some exaggerated styles of these 
being on the imported models. A trimming the American 
woman likes is a pretty modified form of the same 
thing, where the soft broad ribbon turns over the brim, 
forming a bow underneath, with soft wide ends hanging 
to the depth of a little bobbed off veil. 

* * 

The chip and leghorn trimmed in an enormous ribbon 
bow of contrasting color and without other trimming is 
one of the midsummer revivals. One of the new ones 
had the unusual combination of shaded currant colored 
ribbons on a bright mauve straw. They were massed 
in an enormous bow near the left front and drawn into a 
mass of soft loops underneath. Another had the great 
soft bow massed on the crown with snood passing around 
it. As a midsummer way of rejuvenating a hat from 
faded foliage the bow helps out, although it is no longer 
made free in any shape wanted at the ribbon counter. A 
simple Alsatian bow now is the only one provided, while 
what is called the “millinery” bow—that is, with loops 
of differing lengths—can be had in most shops now only 
at the millinery counter, with a charge for making. 

Empire reception and house gowns have long ribbon 
ends floating from under the short waists and high belts 
both at front and back. These and many of the sashes 
have a soft knot tied near the end of the streamer. 
Sometimes another lengthwise loop or end is set in 
so that it appears to be tied, and giving weight to the 
ribbons.

Little girls’ sashes nearly always have & little 
bunch bow set at each side of the front of the pert of the 
sash thet passes around the waist. The bow at the back 
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is not long, as this style mostly is worn with the little 
short skirted French dresses. Often there is no sash, but 
only tiny bebe ribbon run through the beading on the 
embroidery belt, and then there are full bunches of bebe 
ribbon tacked in the same way to each side of the front 
of the belt.

Evening gowns are trimmed with bertha effects 
passing over the shoulders, and two long ends reaching 
to the hem. These are different entirely from the older 
suspender arrangement, as the ribbon is laid wide over 
the shoulders and drawn to an extremely pointed effect 
into a small knot or buckle at the waist line. From 
there the two ends depend in even lengths and are guilt- 
less of loops or fussiness. Such trimming is beautiful if 
set on with a nice touch and is one that the artistic wom- 
an would set on for herself, not for a minute depending 
upon the perky bows which would be got ready made. 
Good, soft ribbon should be used to get the right effects 
and it also is possible to get graduated ribbon extra 
wide at the ends, which comes for the sash ;art.

Net evening gowns are trimmed beautifully with 
narrow satin ribbon. It is put In parallel rows on the 
edges of deep tucks which are taken in the bottom of 
the skirt. For instance, two rows will be put near the 
top of the tuck and two more, Including an edge of Val- 
enciennes, near the bottom. Given five or six tucks to 4 
skirt this makes an elaborate effect and still is simple 
to make.

When a meal fs announced go to the table 
promptly. It is annoying to the housekeeper 
and cook to have the meais delayed. Itoftem 
happens that a few minutes’ waiting may.

waste of precious time to the housekeepep 


and other members of the family. Some 


thoughtless people seem to think that [t mat- 
ters less that the whole family is kept walt- 
ing five minutes or more than that they 
should complete the work which they happen 
to have in hand. There are many jars 
breaks in the household machinery from this 
cause alone. 

In many households where there is a regue 
lar waitress there is a rule sometimes that 
nothing shall be handed by the members of 
the family. 

In offering to serve any one at the table use 
one of these forms: “‘May I help you?’ 
“ May I offer [or send] you?’ “ Let me give 
you,” etc. The form, “ Will you have?” is 
out of place save for a waitress, who is usuel- 
ly trained to wait on the tabie in silence. 


The Dog Days— 

Are days to watch the drains. It behooves 
the brave wife to lend them her personal 
supervision in kitchen and bathroom. 

In the former apartment scalding water 
and washing soda must be poured down the 
sink drain each day. This effectually will 
wash away all greasy deposits and prevent 
odors. Even greater care should be exercised 
in the bathroom. To destroy injurious germs 
all the pipes should be thoroughly flushed 
each morning with boiling hot water. At 
night there may be sprinkled into each pipe 
a large spoonful of chloride of lime, a can of 
which may be kept in the bathroom for the 
purpose on a shelf far above the reach of the 
children. The attention given night and 
morning to drains takes little time, and not 
only lends freshness and sweetness to the 
household atmosphere but may thereby pre- 
vent serious illness. 

Modern plumbing, with its variety of im- 
provements, has great possibilities of sani- 
tary living when properly managed.

Five Principal Tools— 

Belong to the household tool box. With 
these almost any kind of work. such as wom- 
en undertake, may be done in a neat and 
satisfactory manner. The entire cost of 
these tools amount to less than a dollar and 
a half, for tools are cheap, although the sub- 
stitutes one summons to amateur aid often 
are expensive. 

The “erat in importance is the hammer, 
“the univereal instrument,” ‘or it ranges 
from the weighty sledge of the iron worker 
‘9 the delicate toy of the goldsmith. Evvn 
these forms of hammer intended for home 
use alone are Jegion. The first principle in 
buying is the selection of a hammer with 
stoutly made and firmly secured head that 
will not come off. Cast iron hammers are 
useless, since their brittleness causes them 
‘o break with ease. Buy a medium weight 
implement. which drives the nail fully home 
in two orthree blows. A double headed ham- 
mer for large and small nails is most con- 
venient. 

The awl saves many a crushed finger tip. 
When once the awl hole has been made the 
nail or screw may be pushed into position, 
and. unassisted, will there hold ready for the 
firal blow that will drive it home. Even tn 
the placing of the longer carpet tacks the 
awl hole should be made first, in order to 
expedite matters and obviate needless noise 
in hammering. | 

screw @Grivers are cheap, though 
cheap screw drivers seldom are good. But 
the best cost one-fifth as much as a knife 
er scissors or cuticle knife or letter opener 


or other household articles that have been 
mustered into service to do the screw driver's 
work. A good size for household purposes 
has a three-eighths inch end and a nine inch 
handle. Where desired a screw may be sunk 
below the surface and the hole filled in with 
putty and a finish covered over all. Inthe 
making of book shelves, built in seats, pute 
ting up shelves, mahi shirt waist boxes, 
etc., the screw is infinitely to be preferred te 
the nail. Builders use it in every 

place. . 

Next comes the tack lifter. Such seductive 
combinations In the hammer and tack lifter 
should be avoided, since the tax upon the 
hammer heads is great and quickly loosens 
it from the handle. 

For general use fixture pliers rank next to 
the hammer. They serve to tighten rivets, 
nuts, bolts, and gas jets, and, by the twist 
of the bolt tn the elbow under the kitchen 
sink, have been known to save the visit of a 
plumber in behalf of some trifling obstruc- 
tion. 

A last essential for the tool box ts an In- 
elastic rule, careful use of which enables the 
perfect spacing of ornamental tacks, espe- 
clally if the places be marked out with an 
awl.

Srots on Books. 


Ink spots or writing may be removed fromi’ 
a book by applying spirits of salts diluted 
with five or six times their bulk of water, 
which may be washed off in two or three 
minutes with clear water. A solution of 
oxalic, citric, or tartaric acid will anewer the 
same purpose, as neither of them will affect 
the printing. 

Greast spots may be removed by laying 
powdered pipe clay on both sides of the papee 
and applying an iron as hot as may be with- 
out scorching the paper. This will also take 
grease spots from colored leather bindings. 

Another way is to moisten the spot with 
ether and treat the paper as above, with s 
hot fron, placing the paper between sheets 
of white blotting paper. When the grease 
has been-extracted, all stains can be removed 
by molistening them with rectified spirits of 
wine.

The Gymnast Said-- 


There isa wonderful new German reduction 
method which calls for a rubber blanket, in 
which the fat woman is wrapped. Some- 
times she is put intoarubbersuim And with 
this *so tight that it both coOmpresses and 
sweats her she does her exercises. The re- 
sult is a rapid loss of weight. And particu- 
larly does this weight around the belt line 
disappear, just where It is the thickest and 
looks the worst.

gest a bridge” between teeth if he has | 


any “piers” to anchor to in the shape 
of sound teeth. If there are no sound | 
teeth he is forced to talk “plate.” 

The bridge is a poor makeshift, and 
as compared with the Alveolar Method

From this one is at liberty to deduce that 


genial personal qualities and artistic ideals 


are incompatible. But what of the many 
actors and actresses who have succeeded in 
establishing a reputation for charm of tem- 
peramem without in the least cheapening 
their ideals or toying with their highest am- 
bitions? There is no doubt but that in Mr. 
‘Mansfield’s case he has been subjected to 
much petty spite. That the small annoy- 
ances of daily stage life and their effect on 
the amiability of the actor have been will- 
fully exaggerated and distorted goes with- 
out saying, but for all that it is hardly like- 
ly that the Mr. Mansfield behind the curtain 
is as charming as the Mr. Mansfield of pri- 
vate Hfe. 

However, he does not take too seriously 
this phase of his career. He accepts it as 
a natural result of clinging tenaciously to 
hig settled policy of procedure. He knows 
that a rigid and inexorable stage discipline 
and an absolute one man dictatorship of his 
company are necessary to the working out 
of his well defined ideas and ideals. 

Of his greatest disappointment he speaks 
as follows: 

“It is one of the deepest regrets of my 
career that Europe refuses to admit Ameri- 
can players of the first rank to her theaters 
on an equal footing with her own artists and 
in the same generous manner in which Amer- 
ica welcomes the great players who come to 
us from across the water.’ 

This voicing of the actor’s ambition to 
play abroad led to. the interviewer asking 
why he had refused to accept the offer made 
recently by Mme. Bernhardt to play tn her 
home theater in Paris. Mr. Mansfield dis- 
missed the subject with the one word, “ ad- 
vertising,’’ indicating that madame’s offer 
was really based on a desire to tickle the 
American vanity. Nevertheless, it has 
quickened his desire to go abroad as an am- 
bassador of American dramatic art and to 
prove, so far as one man can do so, that 
America has achieved an eminence far in 
advance of what Europe will admit.

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Murder 


Is Being Dramatized, 
’ By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence, }— 
Ordinarily it.is soon enough to describe a 
play when it is performed, but this one is so 
newsy that the latent spirit of a reporter 
flares up, and I can’t helJp telling that Victor 
Hugo is the dramatist of the killing of Stan- 
ford White by Harry Thaw. The dead 
Frenchman may not know, though, that his 
“Rol d’Amuse’’—or, as Booth called it, 
“ The Fool's Revenge ""—-has been made over 
hastily in “ Beauty and a Beast.” In the 
original drama a dissolute Italian duke had 
his hirelings bring a young girl to a midnight 
feast to celebrate her destruction. She was 
the daughter of his court jester, who tried in 
vain to rescue her, and Booth made an un- 
forgetable showing of the father’s agonies. 
That scene as paraphrased In “ Beauty anda 
Beast "’ is located in Stanford White’s studio, 
the girl is Evelyn Nesbitt before she became 
Mrs. Thaw, and it is Harry Thaw, here rep- 
resented as a wild young man tamed by love 
of Evelyn, who endeavors to save her from 
White. Hugo’s material is utilized with less 
alteration than you would suppose to fit it 
to the case of White and the Thaws, whose 
names are not used, but who need no labels 
for identification. 

Within ten days after the tragedy in Madt- 
sov Square garden this offhand dramatiza- 
tlon is ready to be put into rehearsal! for 
production by August, or sooner If competi- 
tion requires quicker work. The layout for 
a play to disgust some folks and delight 
others is full of promise. The banquet act 
from ‘‘ The Fool's Revenge’ ‘s to s°ow a 
party of New Yorkers at an orgy with the 
rescue of the drugged girl by the heroasa 
new climax.

The elements of a quite 
safe and sure modern melodrama are at hard 
in abundance. What fate is accorded to 
Thaw? Noneatall. The author gets out of 
an obvious dilemma by stopping the play 
with Thaw still in the Tombs awaiting trial 
and hopeful of acquittal. 

That is but one of the dramas that are 
being muck-raked into heaps for the stage. 
The poor old stage! Yet in all seriousness 
let me say that the revelation of Whife, 
Thaw, and their Nesbitt show girl will, in my 
opinion, clear the theatrical air of much of 
its murkiness. Readers of this correspond- 
ence may have thought, sometimes, that I 
gave undue attention to beauty shows. But 
the exhibitions have been too conspicuous to 
ignore, and it is my duty to describe rather 
than to criticise. Yet I never have glorified 
them, nor excused them, but have exposed 
them to condemnation. Time and again I 
have told, as explicitly as politeness per- 
mitted, of the Stanford White coterie. They 
were not the comparatively harmless John- 
nies and Willies who wait at the stage doors 
to take girls to Tenderloin restaurants. They 
never were seén In any public place with 
those pitifully pretty creatures. They went 
to every new play of the extravaganza sort 
with new girls in it, as the lords of Rome 
did to the slave marts, and made their pur- 
chase. The last and worst phases of this 
evil began with the six prize beauties in 
‘ Mlorodora,” six years ago. It was then 
that the word ‘“ showgirl’ came into use 
to designate actresses who couldn't act and 
didn’t have to sing or dance, provided they 
were beautiful. Evelyn Nesbitt hadn't a 
trace of their ability than to look lovely 

This is the juncture to assert the right of 
the decent young women of the stage to be 
distinguished; and if the good ones are few, 
then. all the more should plain words be writ- 
ten in their: behalf. No one can deny that 
some of the eminent actresses are immoral, 
but the Maude Adamses and Viola Allens are 
sirong enough in public esteem to be safe 
from calumny. 

Meanwhile, the seeing New York motor 
cars, on their way from Grant's tomb 
through the Tenderloin to Chinatown, stop 
in front of Madison Square Garden. 

“This great structure.”’ says the conductor 
so loudiy through his megaphone that people 
on the sidewalk hear him plainly, “ was de 
signed by Stanford White, who was killed 
last week Wp there tn the tower, which 
he copied from a medieva! Italian original, is 
his now notorious studio. On the roof which 
it overlooks is the theatrical garden, where 
he was shot by Harry Thaw.” 

> 

I went last evening to see ‘“* Mamselle 
Champagne,"’ the interruption of which I 
had witnessed. The roof garden wascrowded. 
The tragedy, not the musical farce, had made 
it a thriving resort. Visitors asked the ush- 
ers to point out the table at which White had 
sat. and the windows of his studio tn the 
tower above. Those questioned were aean- 
swered. Nor did the employés, espectally if 
you asked a walter and at the same time 
ordered drinks for your party. hesitate to 
tell you the precise place in the play where 
the pistol shots broke ft up. But curiosity 
was not gratified as to which of two new 
girls in the company wae the one which 
White, only a few minutes before his death, 
picked out for acquaintance. They were a 
demure blond, with a song and dance of shy 
coquetry, and a vivacious brunette, whose 
ballad and capers were more assertive. They 
were young, small, pretty, rather clever, and 
there was nothing tmmodest.in what they 4id 
on the stage, nor any reason to accuse them 
of regarding White's demise as a personal 
loss. It was a significant fact that not a 
rounder was in the audience. 

Other amusements than negro minstreisy 
move along changefully. but the mimic 
darkies are at a standstill of sameness. Yet 
who would not feel, at the year’s end; that 
he had left undone something which he ought 
to have done if he hadn't given Dockstader 
or Primrose a chance to make him laugh? 


Last summer I took you to Dockstader's 
start of his season, and now, if you please, 
we will go to a theater with its entrance on 
the seashore and its stage over the surf, 
where, possibly, we may enjoy Primrose’s 
opening. 

The town is torturingly hot, and we find 
the Manhattan Beach end of Coney Island 
crowded so fashionably that nearly 200 au- 
tomobiles and a dozen railway trains limited 
to parlor cars have been used in their con- 


/veyance. Fully 2,000 persons are taking din- 


ner, or supper, in the indoor and outdoor 
sections of the only restaurant; and we learn 
by exasperating experience that, although 
the prices are as high as Delmonico's and 
Sherry’s, the service is so slow and disorderly, 
owing to the crowd, that food which may 
have started from the kitchen hot fs placed 
on our table cold. So we feel fit for a tragedy 
by the time the minstrelsy begins.

Performances at Manhattan Beach's thea- 
ter are held back until 9 o’clock..so.as to get 
audiences from the modish thousands after 
they are through eating and drinking. A 
violently sudden storm helps the showmen 
this evening, too, for the motor car people 
don’t wish to take to the road till the rain 
stops. So when George Primrose takes his 
place at the bones end of the row, and the 
interlocutor says, ‘“ Gentlemen, be seated,” 
he faces a handsomely filled house. George 
has been a minstrel during thirty-five of his 
50 years and mary have been the times that 
bad weather has hurt his feelings. But this 
case is different. 

* Cert'nly,’’ he says, as he bows, *‘ de Prim- 
rose minstrels am a frainin’' {reignin’] suc- 
cess.”’ 

Lest the reader take offense at that brack- 
eted doubt of his keenness to see the joke, let 
me make the excuse that George’s own smile 
was the only one that it gave rise to, so far 
as I could see; for these people are too biasé 
to permit themselves any merriment at the 
first provocation.

It is not long, however, before a lawyer 
sitting with his wife right behind me shows 
a disposition to defend his purchased interest 
in the show. The case is worth reporting 
for the new legal question involved. An 
usher brought a couple who had coupons 
for those two chairs. The lawyer wouldn’t 
get out. 

* You put me here,” he says. 

“ But I made a mistake,’’ says the usher; 
‘‘your seats are in the balcany.”’ 

“The ticket seller said they were in the 
fourth row or the aisle.”’ 

* So they are, but upstairs—not here in the 
parquet.”’ 

“ Then the man In the box office played the 
usual] trick on me, eh? But through your 
blunder I've got the seats that he let me 
think lL was buying. I'm satisfied.’ 

* You'll have to get out.” 

“Will [? Then yeu'll have to bring in 
your bouncers.” 

But the promised sideshow doesn’t ensue. 
The claimants of the two chairs are taken 
to a box, the occupants are left in possession, 
and the legal question remains unsettied. 

Primrose’s minstrelsy for this season, like 
Dockstader’s for last season, is good and 
plenty, but it lacks novelty. When you 
come to think of it, the possibilities are lim- 
ited. Men only may_be employed, and that 
shuts out the element of femininity. Why, 
even the immutable circus has its women 
acrobats ana equestriennes, and the person 
at risk in every scoot the loop exhibition is 
a pretty girl. But the minstrels, aside from 
being monotonously masculine, are smeared 
into black nonentity, out of which only an 
original humorist is able to emerge and be- 
come an individual entertainer. George 
Primrose names this show after himself in 
the biggest letters that the billboards will 
hold, his portrait, as posted, has four square 
yards of face, and he bespeaks extra atten- 
tion by advertising himself as the Millionaire 
Minstrel; yet not fifty out of the thousand 
present this evening would know which is 
he if the middle man jidn't announce his 
entrance. 

if there is nothing new In design for the 
Primrose minstreisy for the forthcoming séea- 
son, neither is there an old joke, and the only 
otd songs are the usual selections of southern 
melodies The scenic showiness ‘s quite as 
good as, perhaps a little better than, ever be- 
tore: but as the storm bas provided @ rain 
joke for Primrose to begin with, it enhances 
the spectacularity of the final feature, which 
illustrates American negroism along its way 
from the Suwanee river to Paradise. There 
are six changes of scene, for which the paint- 
ers have prepared much phenomena of at- 
mosphere, from the metaphysical darkness 
of siavery days to the light of what I may 
eall heaven's alleglories. Just at this time 
the storm outside takes to thundering and 
lightening. The whole rear of the theater is 
open to let cool air in, and through the thin, 
painted canvases we see the lightning zigzag 
aGross the sky, while the rain pelts che roof 
and thunder rolls noisily. 

Of course, stagecraft can beat nature in 
making storms, yét this is pretty good real- 
ity, and it knocks the make beileve all out. 
For when the minstrels are singing that the 
sun shines bright on their old Kentucky 
home, the thunderbolts seem likely to knock 
its chimney off, and at the climax, when Lin- 
coln welcomes Uncle Tom into the radiance 
ef heaven, the theater roof begins to drip 
water through its ventilation slits on the 
folks and their finery below. 

“ Pretty good show, eh?" said the lawyer 
behind me. 

Just then a pint of water fell on the girl 
who, by his insistence, had retained the chair 
that insured her a special wetting. 

“I call ita pretty damp show,” said she.

Giving Players and : 
Playwrights Chance 


(From an Interview with Lee 
Shubert.) | 

When a man presents a monument or 
park to a city he confers a boon upon it, 
in the same manner I hold that when @ 
person discovers a new playwright or actor 
and gives the public’ the benefit of his talent 
ard ability he deserves as well of the com- 
munity as the man who gave it the monu- 
ment or the park. 

Henry Arthur Jones was given to the 
theatergo!ng public in England in this way, 
Before his introduction to theatricals he was 
an obscure newspaper writer. | 

The broadening or de-New Yorkizing of 
the drama has given an impetus to the the« 
atrical business and opened a wider 
playwrights and for actors as well. Here- 
tofore when a man produced a play in New 
York that was not successfui he was oWiged 
to take it to the storehouse. Since we have 
broadened our field there has been offered 
a field for new talent. We have produced 
three plays by three women authors this 
season—all amateurs. In every instance they 
were successful. We produced “ Julie Bon- 
bon,” by Clara Lipman, the firet she has 
written; *“Mexicana,’ by Mrs. Clara Dris- 
coll; and “‘ Brown of Harvard,” by Mrs. Ride 
Johnson Young, another beginner. 

Getting prominent actors is a question of 
fair play. Among the prominent actors that 
we have secured most of them were dissatis- 
fied with the old arrangement. Since we have 
come into the field they Have a chance to 
try other management and 4ieplay their own 
ideas of things, which itn former. years they 
could not do. It was not mainiy a question 
of money with many of the big stars who 
cametous. It waseimply a matter of having

something to cay themselves—to get a chance - 


to exploit their own ideas and to do the ber* 
work that they felt they were capable of 
> 
Anybody who sticks to his job is bound te 
succeed. And that goes in the theatrical 
business as well as tt does in every offer

There ts nothing like keeping at it. My 
brother Sam startéd me in the theatrical 
business. We were practically children when 
we came to New York. Then we “ grew up ” 
some. 

But here the point: A man may have 
a leading theater in New York, and it 
of no consequence ff he is a marager of im- 
portance and ambition. He must have rami- 
fications throughout 
continent, a circuit or wheel, with his New 
York theater as the hub. No one can do as 
a manager in London or Paris or Berlin and 
have a theater cf his own, where certain 
plays can be preduced and certain resuj‘s 
achieved. In America we reach for broader 
things and bigger things. 

It was in ordér to protect the business we 
already had that we were cbliged to extend 
our business, Our efforts in this direction 
owe much of thetr success to the courage 
and ability of our allies, David Belasca Har- 
rison Grey Fiske, and Walter Lawrence, who 
in the beginning were In the same position 
we were in af@ could not book satisfactorily 
throughout the country.
